Where 
is Annie [Miss Howard, his flanceé]? Send 
Annie here.” And the wounded man groaned 
in his pain. 

Maddened at the sight of his father’s suffer- 
ing, Preston Harrison rushed out of the front 
door, the one desire of his heart being, as he 
said later, to overtake his father’s assassin.

His wound bled internally and he 
grew weaker every second. He was resting 
in Hurley’s arms, and the watchers would 
have attempted to add to his comfort by 
cushions, but the dying man signified his 
wish not to be disturbed, and he died in the 
officer's arms.

As nearly as can be judged the Mayor was 
shot at 8:07. He died just twenty minutes 
later quietly and, it seemed, painlessly. It 
was thought best not to move the remains, 
and there on his study floor he who closed 
his doors to none lay dead last night with 
her who was to have been his bride weeping 
passionately by his side. 

Quick as the telegraph could carry it the 
news spread that Carter Harrison was shot 
and in an instant a crowd gathered. De- 
tectives, policemen, and patrol wagons came 
from all quarters. Cabs, buggies, and car- 
riages added to the throng, and as yet no 
word of the truth had been heard. it was 
known that Carter Harriee= had been shot; 
it was not known that he was dead.

“TI came back with a doctor but he could 
do nothing. Father’ kept calling for 
Aanie—that is, Miss Howard, whom 
he was engaged to marry—but - she 
was not in the house at the time of the shoot- 
ing. Then the police came. Father retained 
consciousness for ten minutes after he was 
shot, but he sank rapidly and died, as nearly 
as I can judge, twenty minutes after the bul- 
lets struck him. 

“*T have heard since that the man who shot 
my father has given himself up to the police 
and that his name is Prendergast. I do not 
remember having heard of him and 
am sure I do not know him. I 
did not hear the bell ring, but from the way 
in which my father’s body lies & doubt if he 
was shot from the hall. I think my father 
was standing in the door of his study and 
that thisman walked up through the rooms 
instead of through the hail.” 

“Did the Mayor say anything as to the 
identity of his assassin ?”’ : 

“Nota word. I asked who shot him, but 
he shook his head and again asked for 
Annie.”

Mayor’s Coachman Fires at Prendergast= 

Man Arrested on Suspicion. 
- The man Mr. Chalmers, Mr. Harrison's 
neighbor, saw fire at another man who chased 
him, was Prendergast. The man who tried 
to catch him was Paul Reichberg, Mr. Harri- 
gon’s coachman. Reichberg was below stairs 
‘when the first shot was fired, At the sound 
of it he rushed upstairs, but two more shots 
were fired before he reached the hall. When 
he got to the spot he saw his employer pros- 
trate within his study; a man was just dis- 
appearing through the front door. Reich- 
berg’s first impulse was to catch the man who 
had shot Mr, Harrison and he sprang alter 
the assassin. At the foot of the gtairs Pren- 
dergast turned and fired a shot at the coach- 
man, who replied with four shots and pursued 
him for gome distance before relinquishing 
the chase. 

In front of the Harrison residence an eager 
but unobtrusive crowd quickly gathered. Most 
of them were neighbors and personal ac- 
quaintances of the Mayor, but there was no 
unseemly pushing to get within the limits 
guarded by the police officers. None sought 
admission to the house except such as 
were warranted by their ‘intimacy with the 
family or by their official relations with the 
victim of the murder. Every moment added 
to the crowd as men came panting to hear 
whether the news could be true. Carriages, 


cabs, and bicycles momentarily brought fresh 


arrivals from long distances. Nothing was 
more remarkable than 
which every man spoke as the same questions 
were put and answered time and again. 
“Ts it true?? “Who is the man?’ 
“What did he do it for?’ ” Have 
the police got him yet?’ ‘‘ What will be done 
with him?’ ‘* Was he acrank?’”’ ' “I suppose 
he’ll try to make himself out mad when he’s 
put ontrial.”” These were questions and re- 
marks heard not once but fifty times. Many 
any ominous suggestion was made about the 
p@hishment that should overtake the assassin 
whether sane or not, and favorable reference 
was made more than once to Texan methods. 
When the rumor spread that the murderer was a 
disappointed aspirant for an office in the gift 
of the Mayor the indignation of the hearers 
‘knew no bounds, 

“Haga politician a born right to whatever 
office he looks for? Had he no other way to 
live except on the taxes? ”’ 

** Weil, he’s at Desplaines street,” eaid one 
man, ** and perhaps its just as. well that the 
people can’t get near him. And in truth it 
wasa good thing that the crowd of earnest, 
but not violently demonstrative men, were 
far removed from the temptation of avenging 
the man they all knew well, both as a neigh- 
bor and as a representative Chicagoan. 

When Reichberg lost sight of Prendergast 
the latter appears to have put his revolver in 
his pocket and quietly walked to Madison 
street, where he took an east-bound cable 
car. Atany rate he reappeared fifteeh min- 
utes later in the Desplaines Street Station. 


WOUND IN ABDOMEN CAUSES DEATH. 


Dr. Foster Thinks the Mayor’s Ead Wa 
Not Painful. 

All the doctors who saw Mayor Harrison ex- 
pressed the opiniod that death resulted from 
the wound in the abdomen and not from the 
one in the chest. Dr. Foster, who was first on 
the scene, said last night: 

“ There were three wounds—one in the pit 
of the stomach, one in the right side between 
the fourth and fifth ribs, and one in the left 
hand. I presume the latter was caused by 
Mayor Harrison placing his hand against his 
stomach when the second shot was fired. The 
wound in the stomach was the one that caused 
death. ‘The course the ball took I cannot yet 
determine, but it caused an internal hem. 
orrhage,”’ 

** Was his death a severe one?”’ 

“ No, not very. He seemed to be much ex- 
hausted'and was very weak. He was con- 
scious until a few minutes before he died. I 
could see no evidences of great pain.”’

De Witt C. Cregier was one of the callers, 
and he remained at the house until 10 
o'clock. At 12:30 Capt. Marion P. Maus, 
aide to Gen. Nelson A. Miles, came riding up 
and presented letters and cards from the Gen- 
eral. He had been instructed to offer his own 
and Gen. Miles’ services. There was nothing 
he could do and he left in half an hour. 

Coroner McHale heard of the assassination 
soon after it occurred. He at once drove to 
the residence. He viewed the remains, which 
were still on the floor of the south parior. 
Deputy Coroner McNally was with him, and 
Mr. McHale gave him explicit instructions. 

‘* T shall have Mr. McHale secure a jury 
tomorrow,” he said, *‘ and then the inquest will 
be postponed until such a time as the family 
desires.” ‘ 

After Mr. McHale’s departure the remains 
of the dead Mayor were carried up-stairs into 
a private bedroom and placed on a bed. 

Soon after the shooting an immense crowd 
of people swarmed into the yard and filled 
the street for half a block in each direction. 
Sergt. Conroy called in a detail of patrolmen, 
cleared the yard, and informed the crowd 
it was the wish of the afflicted family that it 
disperse. Officers Moore and Culhane were 
stationed on the portico at the front door of 
the house and half a dozen other 
officers at the front «gate and on 
the sidewalk. The first throng of 
people, all apparently benumbed with the 
sudden and startling effect of the tragedy, yet 
anxious to obtain every bit of information 
they could regarding the affair, gradually dis- 
persed, Officers Webster, Ficher, and Thorn 
forced the crowd back out of the 
yard through the gate and into the 
street. Others, however, took the places of 
those who went sadly away. 

Crowds Keep Coming, 


Every moment the crowd grew larger aid 
larger, as the news of the assassination 
spread over the city. The West Side 
cable-cars were packed with people hur- 
rying te Ashland boulevard. Every cross- 
street discharged an unceasing stream of 
people from the neighborhood, who surged 
about the Harrison mansion, The oflicers 
were plied with eager questions ag to the 
identity of the murderer, the motive 
for the crime- and the incidents of the shoot- 
ing. The story was told over and over again 
as those who received the information gave 
away to fresh arrivals. As the story 
spread from one to another each 
detail, every trivial incident, was 
seized upon by the anxious searchers after in- 
formation. The crowd differed from the us- 
ual crowds that gather in large cities about 
the place where crime hag been com- 
mitted. There was an absetice of that 
rough, jostling. pushing, and striving for a 
place of vantage.

quiet, that spoke in low tones, with suppressed 
awe.

MISTAKEN FOR THE MURDERER, 
BR. Earle Smith, a Neighbor, Arrested for 

What added to the confusion of the scene 
when the Mayor was shot and gave the assas- 
sin time to escape was the presence of R. 
Earle Smith of No, 859 Ashland avenue. 
He was first thought to be the man 
wanted and gave Prendergast time to escape. 
He relates the story of his narrow escape as 
follows: 

“T had just left home for the evening and 
was passing Mayor Harrison’s house when I 
noticed a man enter the front gate. I 
paid no particular attention to him, but 
just then the fact occurred tome that the 
Mayor was to be married soon. I looked in 
at the cozy home and wa the man enter 
the outer glass door. A moment later I was 
startled by twoshots fired in the house, 
‘which were soon followed by a third. 
I instantly divined’ what was the 
matter and concluded to wait and grapple 
with him as he came out. I stepped behind 
a tree close to the gate and soon after the as- 
sassin appeared and came through the gate 
holding a smoking revolver ini his hand. I 
cried out, ‘ What’s. the ? and then 
without stopping he started on a run 
toward Adams street. I followed him a block, 
hoping to get help, but concluded to go back, 
and as I was returning I heard two more shots 
in the house and started on a run forit. I 
did not know what to make of the last two 
shots and my mind was in a dazed condition, 
Before I reached the house a man in his shirt-

At first he was in- 
clined to humorously ambiguous 
as to the truth of the rumor, In ae to 
one of the queries he asked how could he pos 
sibly get married when he was already wedded 
to Chicago. When told that he could easly 
get a divorce from Chicago he admitted the 
possibility and said the Republicans were de- 
sirous of separating him from the bride he al- 
ready had. 

When the question was put to him point- 
blank as to the truth of the rumor. as it then 
was he said that men in love never told the 
truth. After the interview had proceeded a 
little while, however, he became more serious 
in manner and said he thought a great 
deal of Miss Howard, asany one who 
knew her. 

It was said that when Miss Howard first 
signified her intention of taking a residence 
in Chicago during the World’s Fair the first 
person she communicated with on the subject 
was. Mrs. Carter Harrison Jr. After a few 
letters passed between them Carter Harrison 
Jr. secured for Miss Howard the premises at 
No. 3635 Ellis avenue. 

When informed at the time of the rumor re- 
garding the probable marriage of his*father 
to Miss Howard young Carter Harrison 
showed little or no surprise, He 
said his wife “and the young 
were exceeding good friends; that 
father also. highly esteemed her and he knew 
of no reason why they should not get married 
if they both wanted to. Young Mr. Harrison 
spoke highly of Miss Howard, and enumer- 
ated many admirable qualities she was known 
to 


possess. 

At the time the story of the prospective 
marriage first became current it was stated 
that Miss Howard was worth something like 
$3,000,000. Miss Howard is 25 years of 
age, of acharming disposition, brilliant, un- 
affected, unselfish, and of an amiable manner, 
She is charitable and gives freely. of her 
wealth to those in need, It is to her that New 
Orleans owes the fine public library which is 
located on Lee circle. 

Mrs. Carter Harrison Jr. was a Miss Ogden 
of New Orleans, and as girls she and Miss An- 
nie Howard were great friends. It was nat- 
ural that on coming to Chicago she should 
visit the friend of her schooldays, and it was 
in this way she met Carter Harrison Sr., who 
promptly fell in love with her. He is said to 
have pressed his suit with all the ardor that 
characterized most of his actions.

‘Je Was Born in Kentucky in 1825—Com- 


ing from the Best Stock of the South, 
_ He Spends His Early Existence on a

Carter Henry Harrison had been in active 
political life for twenty-three years, and was 
one of the most widely knoww public char- 
actersin the country, Mr, Harrison was born 
in Fayette County, Ky., Feb. 25, 1825.

Henry Harrison, are enrolled in the 
annals the infancy of the United States of 
Anierica. Early intermarriages linked the 
Plarrison family with the Randolphs, Cabells, 
end Carters—three prominent Virginia fam- 
ihes. Through the former Thomas Jefferson 
and Jolin Randolph were near of kin; through 
the latter, the Reeves of Virginia and the 
Breckinridges 6f Kentucky. Robert Carter 
Harrison, grandfather of the dead Mayor, 
located in Kentucky in 1812. His father and 
grandfather were graduates of William and 
Mary College. 

When Mr. Harrison was 8 months old his 
father died, but the circumstances of the fam- 
ily were left in an unusually promising condi- 
tion. The family ‘home was a log house, and 
itis said that the dead Mayor’s first cradle 
was a new sugar trough, . 

From his mother he imbibed those princi- 
ples which in 1849 placed him in the front 
rank of the emancipationists of Kentucky. 
When he was 15 years of age Carter Har- 
rison was placed under the scholastic care of 
Dr. Lewis Marshall, brother of the Chief 


. Justice and father of the famous Kentucky 


orator, Thomas T. Marshall. In 1845 he 
graduated from Yale College. He then 
studied law, but did not practice. A short 
time leisurely spent on the farm, six miles 
from Lexington, preceded a trip to Europe in 
1851, when he visited every part of England, 
Ireland, Scotland, and other countries and 
passed into Egypt, and in company with 
Bayard Taylor explored Syria ande Asia 
Minor. Taylor’s “Land of the Saracen” 
was the result of the tour. In 1853 Mr. Har- 
rison entered the Transylvania Law School 
at Lexington and finished the course in 1855. 


. Settled iff Chicago in 1855, 


In 1855 he commenced a prospecting tour 
through the Northwest, but reaching Chicago 
became.so impressed with the young city that 
he invested all his meansin real estate, ex- 
pecting also to enter into the regular practice 
of law. But his acute business foresight in- 
duced him toconfine his efforts entirely to 
geal estate transactions, thus laying the basis 
of an ample fortune. 

Mr. Harrison did not actively engage in 
politics until 1870, being elected during the 
succeeding year a member of the first Board 
ot County Commissioners. He held the office 
until December, 1874, when he took his seat 
gsamember of Congress from the Second 
District of Illinois. His term in Congress 
was marked by an ‘earnestness and ability 
which made him one of the most protinent 
members in that body. A resolution intro- 
duced by him to fix the Presi- 
dential term at six years, with 
ineligibility for re@lection, and making the re- 
tiring President a Senator for life, drew the 
attention of the country to him asa man of 
broad and radica}) views. His efforts in behalf 
of the Centennial appropriation bill exhibited 
him not only as an energetic worker and 
ready debater but asa brilliant orator. Asa 
humorist also he developed a reputation sec- 
ond to that possessed by no other public char- 
acter in the country. In this extended area 
full scope was given to those talents 
which had been fostered by extepsive reading 
and travel. 

Mr. Harrison spent the summers of 1874 
and 1875 in Europe with his family. He was 
elected Mayor of Chicago in 1879, 1881, 
1883, 1885, and 1893. Against his wishes 
he was nominated for Governor of Illinois in 
1884, and during the fall of that year con- 
ducted a most energetic and brilliant canvass, 
which resulted in cutting down the Repub- 
lican majority of 37,033 received by Gov. 
Cullom te 13,500. : 

His Recent Political Career. 


March 1 last Mr. Harrison was nominated 
again as the candidate of the Democratic 
party for the Mayoralty. The campaign 
previous to the nominating convention 
was one of the most active ‘in the 
political history of the city. It was 
said on every side that the World’s 
Fair Mayor must be a representative man 
identified with the growth of the city and one 
who could filla position which would require 
the entertainment of foreign princes and dig- 
nitaries with dignity. Three candidates pre- 
sented themselves in the ranks of the Demo- 
cratic party, Mr. Harrison, Mr.Cregier,and Mr, 
Hesing, and at the priniaries there was a 
spirited cohtest. The convention was one of

Harrison in his frank and hearty manner 
went ahead with the management of his own 
campaign, and by perfect organization and 
by his presence night after night at political 
meetings succeeded in beating Allerton by a 
‘majority of more than 20 ; 

. Between the election and Mr. Harrison’s in- 
Guguration into office there was naturally 
great speculation as to those persons whom he 
Would select to form his cabinet. Officeseek- 
ers also besieged the Mayor-elect to such an 
extent that it was said he was forced to leave 
the city in order to secure the time and free- 
necessary to the proper deliberation in- 
cident to the filling of the important of, 
fices of the city government which cam 
Within his appointing power.

The Mayor took a prominent part in the en- 
deavor to provide employment for the unem- 
ployed during the exceedingly dull season of 
last summer. He did everything in his power 
toadvance the work on municipal improve- 
ments in order that the laborers out of work 
would be, provided with employment 
cleaning the streets, constructing sewers, 
and laying gas and water mains. 
At the meetings of the Committee of Two 
Hundred which was appointed by him to take 
charge of the entire matter of furnishing 
food and employment for the unemployed he 
was found to be &live to the interests of the 
poor people of the city, fertile in suggestion, 
and solicitous that the wofk of relief and of 
furnishing employment might be begun with- 
out delay, Many of the suggestions which 
were adopted by the committee with such 
success were made by him. 

Social Duties of the Mayor. 

The social duties of the Mayor in connec- 
tion with the World’s Fair during the entire 
summer have been many and exacting, but 
through them all he carried himself with a 
dignity and frankness of spirit and action 
which won him the respect of Chicago’s 
guests from abroad and the approval of her 
gitizens. One of the first of these was the re- 
ception of and entertainment for some days 
of the Duke of Veragua and his suite. 
At public functions as well as in the privacy 
of his own beautiful home on Ashland boule- 
vard Mayor Harrison did his share to make 
the visit of the descendant of Columbus at the 
World’s Fair a pleasant one. 

On another notable occasion the Mayor also 
did the honors as the head of a great city in a 
way which left no cause for complaint. This 
‘was on the occasion of the reception and en- 
tertainment of the Spanish Infanta. Mayor 
Harrison’s gallantry was given full expression 
on all of the public and private functions at 

which he appeared as the representative of the 
city which was entertaining the Princess. 

In connection with the receptions of promi- 
nent people and special days at the World’s 
Fair Mayor Harrison was called upon to 
make some forty speeches, and was always in 
the best of humor, and his speeches were uni- 
formly well recenved, though they were often 
criticised. 


SOME PECULIARITIES OF THE MAN, 


His Early Life and the Difficulties He Ex- 
Experienced. 

Carter H. Harrison was a constant talker 
and during his life delivered more speeches 
probably than any other man in Chicago. The 
first speech he made was three minutes long. 
It was delivered in Chicago. He was a dele- 
gate from his ward to the convention called to 
nominate a Circuit Judge. The Democratic 
paper had opposed the calling of a conven- 
tion by the Central committee. It had de- 
nounced its members, and was in favor of 
Lambert Tree. When the convention met the 
Lambert Tree interest sought to capture it. 
Mr. Harrison jumped on a chair, and his voice 
got away from him and startled the conven- 
tion. Inan impetuous manner he uttered 
these very words: 

“This is a convention of disorganizers. 
[Looks of surprise.} This isa convention of 
revolutionists. [Hisses.} This is a conven- 
tion of bummers and scalawags. [More 
hisses.| Such is the language of the Chicagc 
Times fapplause], which has prevented the 
Central committee from calling a convention 
inthe interest of Mr. Tree, and yet this 
convention is about to stultify itself 
and nominate the very man who by 
himself or his friends so stigmatizes it. 
Mr. Tree, or some one authorized to speak 
for him, will agree to abide by the action of 
this convention, I can promise him three 
votes out of the four from my ward.

roposition. Mr. Harrison said to him: * To 

Mayor of Chicago now is greater than to 
be President of the United States.’’ Mr. Medill 
consented. On his way back to the conven- 
tion a committee met Mr. Harrison and told 
him, they had concluded to nominate him. 
‘*T never wanted anything as sincerely,” be 
said, “as J did that nomination, but I zouldn’t 
go back on my promise to Joe Medill.” 

Mr. Harrison’s first official act was as 
County Commissioner. In 1849 he had been 
a delegate to the emancipation convention in 
Kentucky, but he had not been on the floor 
asaspeaker. That was when the movement 
was unpopular. And this fact had some- 
thing, doubtless, to do with his leaving his 


nutive State. 

It is a si ar fact thatin his earlier life 
he was diffident as a publicist. He could not 
talk coherently in public.” He joined a de- 
bating society at Yale, ana left it because he 
couldn’t speak. He graduated in the lw de- 
partment, and then gave up the idea of prac- 
ticing because he was afraid to talk. This, 
however, was not the only reason why he did 
not “hang out his shingle,”’ as he expressed 


it. His mother was a widow, and he 
was her only support. His father had 
died when Carter owas 7 =months 


old. His mother had educated him, or as- 
sisted, for college. His duty was to support 
her as long as she was dependent, and he did 
it. There isan incident in connection with 
this which is tender and pretty. Being asked 
one day what was the romance of his life he 
replied: ** My devotion to my mother in giv- 
ing up my profession for her.” 

hen he was elevted to Congress the first 
time he said he never expected to makea 
speech while there. He was going asa busi- 
ness mem ber. 
Origin of “Our Carter” and “The Kagle.” 


The origin of the appellation “Our Carter”’ 
is thus explained: While a member of Con- 

ress there was a banquet prepared in Phila- 

elphia to which the President, his Cabinet, 
the members of the Supreme Court, members 
of both Houses of Congress, and Governors 
of various States were present. The ob- 
ject of the banquet was to capture Con- 
gress for a centennialappropriation. It wasa 
affair. The distinguished talkers were 
for responses to toasts, and came pre- 
pared, Mr. rrison was present, but he had 
not been put down for a response. He had 
never made a speech in Congress up to that 
time. During the evening, while he was in a 
coterie of lesser lights, a member of the 
proper committee came to him and said he 
must respond to the toast: ‘“* Agriculture the 
Basis of. Commerce.” That the gentleman 
whom they had expected to respond to that 
had just telegraphed that he could not*come. 
Mr. Harrison dec! . Hesaid the occasion 
was one of too great dimensions. 

When the toast was read his name was 
called. Randolph Tucker of Virginia pulled 
him out of his cMair and introduced him @s 
Carter Henry Hatrison. Raising his voice to 
a pitch which he had never reached before he 
uttered these words: ‘* I came from a district 
three miles iong and two miles wiae, and in it 
we raise more grain than many States com- 
bined. It is raised by elevators.” It caught.

They cheer him. He grew blind and 
became dizzy. He clutched a chair and 
one of his friends caught him by the iegs and 
said: ** For God’s sake, go on, or they’ll thiuk 
you are drunk.”

‘That was his last attempt at humor while 
he was in Congress.

Mr. Harrison was vigorous and youthful in. 
his manner. The flash of his penetratin 
eyes, shaded by the white hairs of his on 
and in his beard, made a contrast that was | 
pleasant to look at. He was the very incar-| 
nation of vivacity. Rosecrans’ description 
of SheridAn was: 
A very good description of Mr. Harrison 
would have been: **He talks, he talks.’’ 
His success may have had something to do 


with this. He never had any embarrassments | 
He hadn’t the 


outside of family afflictions. 
temperament to brood over trouble, anyway. 
He was not scientific in anything. He pre- 
ferred the study of human nature to that of 
books. He liked society. He liked anima- 
tion. He filled his parlors with young peo- 
ple, and encouraged them to shout. 
was fond of little girls in particular. 
He liked poetry, and when a_. boy 
he memorized Scott’s “ pady of the 
Lake,”’ and read * Young’s Night Thoughts.” 
Then he turned to Burns, ** because there is so 
much human nature in him.” he said. When 
the weather was fine he would swing in his 
hammock in his great yard on Ashland ave- 
nue and read Burns by the hour. When he 
came down-town he would miount a spirited 
horse and come the longest route on a charge. 
He was a superb horseman and loved the ex- 
ercise. He declared that he did all his study- 
ing while on these gallops. ‘I couldn’t study 
out a problem or —— sitting ata desk, 
to save my soul,”’ he said, “I must be in 
motion some way or other to think.”’ 
he went home he liked tostay there. He 
would occasionally go toa theater, pay his 
way, and take a back seat. * But the circus 
and the nigger-show catch me,’’ he would say.

like to laugh. It’s my idea of happiness, and 
that’s why I’m healthy and strong. I go 
where there are people who laugh as often asI | 
can.”’

The Harrison house on Ashland boulevard 
isa plain one, but is built and furnished on 
the Southern plan. There is nothing gorgeous 
about it. The rooms are spacious. The pict- 
ures are of his family and himself. The li- 
brary is of books that amuse father than oth- 
erwise. He had a billiard-rogm there and he 
hadn’t been in it for years. He had a stock 
of fine whiskies and wines, and hardly ever 
drank at home.

He was reared a Baptist. He swore, but not 
very often and not very wickedly.

He wore a gold ring with a diamond 
spark on the little finger of the left hand. The 
diamonds that flashed in his shirt-front were 
modest. He was an inveterate smoker, and 
wore glasses when at work, His favorite hat 
wasa “slouch.” In his close apetpeotion in 
the study of human nature! he had become an 
accomplished politician. He talked to every. 
body—anybody. He talked about everything. 
He had traveled and seen mu He was un- 
like Bayard Taylor, of whom! Baron Hum- 
boldt said: ‘* He has traveled Imore and seen 
less than any man I ever saw.’ | 


Episodes in His Cateer. 


By the way, when Mr. Harrison traveled in 
Europe in 1851 he was in Mr, Taylor’s com- 

ny. They were in Asia Minor together. 
Mr. Taylor had not mentioned the fact in h 
book, but Mr. Harrison told it often enough, 
so that it makes no difference. 

When Mr. Harrison was in England, on 
that trip, he walked most of time. He slept 
out, and mingled with everybody. He sat 
down to eat at the table of noblemen one day, 
and he ate ‘in their kitchen the next, This 
was a fancy of his, and he liked it. 

Coming from the fighting stock he did, his 
own nature being of the aggressive sort, he 
was, nevertheless, opposed to the dueling 
system. On one occasion hé expected to be 
called out. He had a personal difficulty with 
a young blood abouta girl. He used a chair 
and the young blood used a knife. The lat- 
ter was disarmed. Young Harrison expe:zted 
to hear further from him, and went home, 
where he consulted a colored boy, his servant, 
about the chances for a fight. The

tagonist’s heart. The darky showed his 
ivory, and ordered another shot. ’ prac- 
tice continued until the darky declared that 
the bullets were being driven out on the other 
side of the sppling. 

“Ef you shoot dat way at’ a white man, 
Massa Catah, you’ll be President of the United 
States some day, suah.”’ 

The challenge never came. Thereisa sus- 
picion that the darky notified the young 
blood of ** Massa Catah’s’’ unerring aim. 

He was born in a log hut in a canebrake in 


Fayette County, Ky. His arrival was 
not altogether unlike that of Richard 
III. is father had neglected to 
inake the necessary preparations  in- 


cidentto such an event, which occurred in 
sugar-making season, and his cradle was a 
gar trough, brought in hurriedly. One of 
visitors at the house who saw the infant 
placed there was Mosby Grant, who after- 
ward related it to the General, to whom he is 
related. 

In every branch of the family there has been 
a Carter H. His father and great grandfather 
bore that name. The line rans back to the 
time of Cromwell. It was a Harrison who led 
the unhappy Charles I. to the block. 

Mr, Harrison was prepared for Yale by Dr. 
Marshall, brother of the Chief Justice and 
father of Tom Marshall, the orator. He grad- 
uated in 1851. In 1855 he married Sophy 
Preston of the celebrated Preston family. He 
came North on a wedding trip and stopped at 
Chicago, where he “located ’” and went into 
the real estate business. The first piece of 
property he bought was that on the corner of 
Clark and Harrison streets, the Adams House, 
which he still owns, It was then in the edge 
of the-prairie. 

He was the father of ten children. Six are 
asleep under the grasses of Graceland Ceme- 
tery along with their mother, 

Mr. Harrison as a politician. learned the 
faculty of keeping his name before the peo- 
ple. He hada dash about him which did not 
belong in this latitude, and perhaps it is for 
this reason that he was talked about so much. 
Born a littie farther under the sun, with a 
very light shading of different circumstances, 
his temperament would have made him an in- 
valuable cavalryman in any army.

OARTER HARRISON TALKS TO THE 
AMERIOAN MAYORS. 


He Makes the Prophecy in Masic Hall 
That He Will Live to See Chicago 
Greater Than New York=City Execu- 
tives Receive Chicago’s Mayor Tumul- 
tuously=He Glories im the Fair and 
the Greatness of the City That Builded 
It—The Speech Verbatim. 


“T intend to live for half a century yet,”’ 
declared Carter H. Harrison, as he stood yes- 
terday morning on che stage of Music Hall at 
Jackson Park. He was making the last pub- 
lic speech he should ever make, but he knew 
it not. 

Then his fancy, touched by the near ap- 
proach of his wedding, took another turn. 

‘I myself have taken a new lease of life,” 
he said, “I shall live to see the day when 
even London shall be looking to its laurels.” 

He was speaking as was hig custom of the 
city of his pride. It was the last time he 
should sound its praises. . 

Asthe Mayor spoke he walked back and 
forth on the stage with a firm and vigorous 
tread. His hands were thrust deep down in 
his pockets and his shoulders were well thrown 
back, 

All over the hall the youthful and sturdy 
appearance of the Mayor was remarked. 
** See how straight the ‘old man’ holds him- 
self,”’ said Ald. Coughlin. 

Every look, every attitude, every gesture 
spoke of strength and virile manhood, 
Mayor wore a new red necktie and a gray suit 
of clothes. The historic slouch hat and a 
heavy overcoat lay on his chair in the center 
of the stage. ’ 

Then when he was over there were such 
hearty cheers as only Carter Harrison ever 
got in Chicago, and Ald. John Powers, lean- 
ing forward to a group of city officérs, said: 
‘* The old man is at his this morning.”’ 

It was typical that afer Isabella 
Beecher Hooker had finished reading the 
‘* Universal Litany ” he should rise from his 
seat in the center of the stage and propose 
three cheers for Mrs. Hooker. Then when 


they had been given it was even more char- . 


acteristic that he should add “ And a tiger for 
a woman!” 

When the exercises of the morning were 
over Mayor Stuart of Philadelphia rose in his 
seat and proposed “three cheers for Mayor 
Carter Harrison.’’ Everybody was up in a 
minute and the cheers easily were the most 
enthusiastic of the morning. 

Mayor Harrison’s address, the last he made, 
follows: 

Mayors of the Various Cities Who Are Our 
Guests, and You, Officials of Chicago, and of Other 
Cities: It is my pleasing duty to welcome you 
to Chicago to witness the dying scene of this 
magnificent Exposition. Itis a little chilly in 
weather, but the sun is coming out, and you have 
a warm beat from the heart of our people. Thus 
it is that at the dying scene, while these beauties 
are passing away, this World’s Fair is showing 
itself in its most majestic proportion, as the 
moment approaches for it to pass away forever. 
Mr. Madden has said to you words of praise of 
the efforts of our sister cities in helping to make 
this thing a success. All who have visited the 
World's Fair are glad of the opportunity they 
have had to see such a scene of grandeur, and | 
myself deeply pity any American who has lost 
the opportunity of coming here. 

I have sometimes said what I would do if I 
were President of the United States. If I were 
today Grover Cleveland I would send a message 
to Congress and would say in that message that 
the World’s Columbian Exposition has been a 


success, aye, beyond the expectation of any man. 


living. It was fitting for us to celebrate the 
greatest event of the world, the discovery of two 
continents. Six months has been. altogethor too 
short a time for this greatest of all world's fairs. 
The President should say that it has beaten 


itself and the American Rowe or should today 
make an appropriation th ita. Congress to 
preserve these buildings until next year and noti- 


fy all the world to come here. At the end of this 
week we shall have had 22,000,000 admissions 
to these grounds. No doubt many of them have 
been duplicated many times, There have prob- 
ably been 10,000,000 or 12,000,000 of Americans 
inside these grounds. We have in the 
United States 65,000,000, aye, nearly 70,- 
000,000 inhabitants, and the Congress should 
declare that another year be given us that all 
Americans could have an opportunity to come 
here. The Exposition, the directory, has not the 
means to continue it. It is a national enterprise 
and the Nation shouid breathe new life into it 
and let us have the Fair for another year, and 
next year we would have an average attendance 
of 250,000 a day. 
Greatest Educator the World Has Known. 
This World's Fair has been the greatest edu- 
cator of the nineteenth century, the greatest this 
century has seen. It has been the greatest edu- 
cator the world has ever known. Come out and 
look upon these grounds, upon this beautiful 


White City. The past has nothing for its model; ’ 


the future will be utterly incapable of compet- 
ing with it, aye, for hundreds of years to come. 
This great White City has sprung from the mo- 
rass. Only two years ago this was the home 
of the muskrat. Two years ago. this 
thousand acres which is now covered by these 
palaces lay but a little above water and much 
beneath it. Look at it now! These buildings, 
this hall. this dream of poets of centuries is the 
wild aspiration of crazy architects alone. None 
but a crazy architect could have supposed that 
this scene could be created. In two years it has 
sprung up from the morass and has risen, all that 
you see here, crystallized in staff, looking like 
marble. It has been my good fortune to have 
seen all the cities of the world, or nearly all. It 
has been my good fortune to haye been among 
the ruins of the great cities of the Old World. I 
have stood upon the seven hills of Rome; from 
Capitoline I have looked over and tried to 
repeople old Rome. 1 have been in Athens. 
Around me were ruins. had enough 
imagination to rehabilitate them. I have stood 
among the ruins of all the old 
cities, but no imagination could recall any of 
those ruins and make them compare with this 
White City. A man said to me yesterday in walk- 
ing around these grounds: “Who could have 
conceived this? What brain brought it forth? 
What genius instigated the idea of these magnif- 
icent buildings and their groupings?” I said to 
him: ** There is an old adage: ‘ Fools enter where 
angels dare not tread; Our people were wild, 
crazy, if you choose. They conceived ali that the 
madness of genius gould conceive. There have 
been great men who have said that genius was in- 
sanity. Genius is but audacity, and the audacity 
of the‘ wild and woolly West’ and of Chicago 
has chosen a star and has looked upward to 
it and knows nothing that it will not at- 
tempt, and thus far ihas found nothing that 
it cannot accomplish. [Applause.] It 
was the audacity of genius that imagined 
this thing. It was the pluck of the people, con- 
gregated from all the cities of this Union, from 
all the nationalities of the world, speaking all 
languages, drawing their inspiration from 3,090 
miles of territory from east to west, from yonder 
green lake on the north to the gulf on the soutn, 
our people who have never yet found failure.” 
Marvelous Is Chicago. 

When the fire swept over our city and laid it in 
ashes in twenty-four hours, then the world said: 
“Chicago and its boasting is now gone forever.” 
But Chicago said: “We will rebuild the city 
better than ever,” and Chicago. has done it. 
[Applause.] The World's Fair is a mighty object 
lesson, but, my friends, come out of this White 
City, come out of these walls into our black city.

CRUISER NEW YORK TO GO TO BRAZIL. 


Ordered to Start at Once with Stanton’s 
7 Successor Aboard. 

New York, Oct. 28.—[Special.|—The big 
armored cruiser New York received orders to- 
day to prepare immediately to preceed*to 
Brazil. The orders are reported to be of the 
most mandatory sort. It is announced that a 
successor to Acting Rear-Admiral Stanton 
will sail for Rio de Janero on the New York. 
There is every reason to believe that Commo- 
dore Richard Meade has been selected. The 
New York is lyingat the Brooklyn Navy Yard. 
It is unprovided with torpedoes and in the 
event of a fight with a vessel of its own class 
so provided would be placed at a serious dis- 
advantage. It could not be definitely learned 
today just how soon the New York could be 
made ready, but the impression prevailed 
that the big ship should be able to get away 
from this city in four days, 


Bank Clerk Arrested for Embezzling. 

Benjamin G. Sanford, for seventeen years 
correspondence clerk of the Continental Na- 
tional Bank at No. 27 Nassau street, has been 
arrested charged with embezzling $53,000 
from the bank, his operations having been 
continued for the last threemonths. San ford 
had been discharged from the bank Sept. 22 
for speculating in stocks. in connection with 
the Consolidated Stock Exchange firm of 
Harris & Co. of No. 60 Broadway that failed 
suddenly Sept. 24. Officials of the Conti- 
nental Bank professed last evening that they 
did not know who arrested young Sanford or 
where he is detained, 

Breach Between Parkhurst and Police.

This is what Police Capt. Devoy,in wh ose 
precinct the society has been working recent. 
ly, had to say this morning: “I am Captain 
of this precinct, and I intend to remain such 
while Iam left here up to the very last five 


minutes. Dr, Parkhurst does not command 
here, nor will he so long as I am 
Captain.

Yes, 
I saw strong men so moved with emotion that 
they could not express the horror they felt. 
When you find this you find that a calamity 
has falien upon the public. What I saw here 
was something | never saw before in the City 
Hall, and I have.used its corridors mary 
years. Hundreds of persons.were about my 
olfice and they moved abeut like those 
at a funeral. The gloom that settled 
down upon our headquarters was oppressive. 


POLICEMEN MASSED AT STATIONS, 


Measures Taken to Capture the Assassin 
and Prevent a Lynching. 

When the news of the assassination reached 
the Central Station Inspector Shea ordered 
the detail patrol wagon sent to the City Hall 
at once. Policemen who were on reserve 
were also ordered to report at the 
Inspector’s office with all speed. Similar 
orders were conveyed to several other 
stations, and within a few minutes the street 
cars bound toward the center of the city were 
filled with policemen. Besides this several 
patrol wagons containing all the officers who 


could be crowded into them were driven bhur- 
riedly to the City Hall. Through the 
patrol-box system also the men 


on duty were informed of the assassination 
and ordered into the stations. Within haif 
an hour every policeman on tke West Side 
had been called from his beat, and they were 
massed at the various stations dwaiting orders 


regarding the capture of the assassin. Tele- 
gtainms were sent to the surrounding 
cities and officers were detailed to the 


railroad depots to watch ouigoing trains. 
never in the history of the city was so deter- 
mined and so concerted a move made by the 
police for the arrest of acriminal. From the 
headquarters in the City Hall orders were 
sent out in accord with plans quickly formed. 
The veterans in the service dictated com- 
mands calculated to cover every point of es- 
cape. Even in the excitement the head 
officials did not forget to provide for 
the safety of the man to be _ taken. 
** Notify the officers on duty to prevent the 
eollecting of any crowds,’ said Inspector 
Shea, as he left the City Hall, when finally 
informed that Prendergast had given himeelf 
up at the Desplaines Street Station. Patro!- 
men were stationed at each entrance tothe 
City Hall and others were posted at the doors 
within and throughout the corridors. No one 
without credentials could pass the doors, 
and all who approached’ the City 
Hall were ordered to ‘move on,” 
Not until the theaters began to pour forth 
their audiences did the crowds in the streets 
become great. In some of the theaters the 
news had been announced from the stages at 
the close of the performances. The police 
dispersed all assemblies, and at 12 o’clock the 
streets were comparatively deserted.

Their capital is ‘already too much 
engaged with Spain, Portugal, Greece, Servia, 
and Koumania. Nevertheless the Berliner Tage- 
blatt says: ‘The surrender of Italian values 
and ltulian finances to their fate would be 
ruinous not only for Italy and the triple al- 
liance, but for the rest of Europe.”’

GIFTS ARE ACCEPTED. 


TRUSTEES OF OOLUMBIAN MUSEUM 
TAKE FORMAL AOTION. 


It Is Probable That the Government Ex- 
hibit in the Convent at La Rabida Will 
Be Secured=Foreign Countries Unite 
with American States in Enriching the 
New Institution — Many Others Will 


Likely Be Secured at an Early Date= 
Offers of Stock. 


The Columbian Museum will have es a part 
of its treasure the national aquarium exhibit 
in the Fisheries Building. It will probably 
secure the government exhibit in the mon- 
astery of La Rabida. Thisis in addition to 
the long list of exhibits offered to the trustees 
at their meeting yesterday at 1 o'clock in the 
Administration Building, when they accepted 
these offers. A committee was appointed 
which will receive all further offers ana act 
on them and take care of all exhibits and 
other articles presented to the museum. *The 
trustees present at the meeting. were John C. 
Black, Edwin Walker, Dr. Emil G. Hirsch, 
Edward E, Ayer, George E. Adams, James 
W. Ellsworth, and John A. Roche.* Edwin 
Walker was made Temporary Chairman 
and Sidney C, Eastman Temporary Secretary. 
It was intended to elect permanent ofticers and 
adopt by-laws. but this action was deferred 
until w larger meeting of the trustees could be 
had, There was enough emergency business 
to occupy the tame of the meeting, as many ‘of- 
fers of exhibits and collections were in hand to 
be acted upon which required immediate at- 
tention. ‘I'he committee to receive these of- 
fers was appointed as follows: Edward E. 
Ayer, James W, Elisworth, apd George E. 
Adams. This committee will meet every day 
in the offices of the Foreign Department. 

The-offer of the aquarium’ Was made by 
Prot. S. F. Forbes at the direction of United 
States Commissioner McDonald. The aqua- 
rium cost $30,000, It was tendered to the 
museum sume time ago. 


Prof. Forbes’ Letter. 


_ Prof. Forbes then wrote another letter urg- 
ing the trustees to immediate action, as the 
fish in the aquarium would be preserved in 
aleohol and distributed among the schools of 
the State unless accepted by the museum. It. 
was stated in the meeting that there was an 
understanding between the South Park Com- 
missioners and the Lincoln Park Com miasion- 
ers that the terrestrial animals should be kept 
in Lincolngark and the aquatic animals in 
South Park. This committee of three wa 
therefore instructed to confer with the Sout 
Park Board as to the location of the museum. 
The Fisheries Building will stand securely for 
two years more, and it is the intention of the 
museum trustees to let the aquarium stay 
where it is until a permament location can be 
secured for it. Prof. Forbes’ letter in rela- 
tion to the donation is partially as follows; 
Ihave lately been fully authoriged by the 
United States Fish Commissioner, Col. McDon- 
ald, to make such disposition of these co!lections 
as may seem most likely to serve the public in- 
terest, and this letter may therefore be taken as 
a semi-ofticial communication. The ultimate ex- 
pense of a suitable building to serve the purpose 
indicated above, completely furnishe with 
tanks, circulating apparatus, and the like, prob- 
ably ought not to be placed at less than $50.000 
or more than $100,000. The current ‘expenses 
under ordinary conditions wiil prenseets, ac- 
cording to my past experience, $10,000 a year, 
including collections for maintenance of 
the exhibit but omitting water and fuel. 
L beg to call attention to the fact that I feel 
obliged to have completed or well advanced by 
Nov. l an arrangement which willserve the im- 
mediate purpose. The growing urgency of the case 
and the present uncertainties surrounding it 
have led me to address a letter similar tw this to the 
Commissioners of Lincoin Park and to one of the 
trustees of the Chicago Academy of Sciences. I 
have at present, consequently, only to ask that 
the trustees of the museum will make such ex. 
pression of their wishes with reference to the 
aquarium as the circumstances seem to them to 
warrant. S. A. ForBEs,

And that Chicago, standing by its 
pide with a heart full at once of gratitude and 
triumph, should bid welcome and give thanks 
to the official representatives of the people 
who made the Exposition a possibility. 
Crowds in Spite of the Cold. 


The crowds came in spite of the cold, but 
they did not stay to shiver alorg the lagoons 
or in «the Court of Henor, where only the 
grizzly bears on the parapets looked as if 
they felt perfectly at home. Men and women 
crowded into the great buildings and looked 
for the thousandth time at the real Zulus and 
the Egyptian mummies, and tne fumcoat that 
cost $16.000, and all the other wonders that 

knew of old. It was too cold to sit still 
listen to music or to oratory. 
It was 10 o’clock when a brass band startea 
eastward from the Sixty-fourth street en- 
_ trance. The cold wind blew the music awuy 
as fast asthe band made it, but the players 
« never gave up blowing. and marched straight 
on. ind them strode Mayor Harrison, 
with Mayor Stuart of Phiiadeiphia on his 
right arm and Mayer Fitzpatrick of New Or- 
leans on his left. In the files behind walked 
the greatest aggregation of non-partisan 
statesmen and municipal rulers that the Fair 
or anything else has everseen. They tramped 
on into Music Hall, which yawned coldly to 
receive and swallow them up. All the Mayors 
climbed upon the stage. e Aldermen and 
city clerks and city councilors and city treas- 
urers and town marshals gathered in the par- 
quétte and bent an attentive ear. Ordinary 
people who were not statesmen were allowed 
to fill up the gallery. Then the gay trumpet- 
ers from their cold perches in the second bal- 
cony sounded a brazen salute that caused new 
shivers to run up and down thespinal columns 
of the audience below.

Itisa pride to say this, and 
all you who attended that wonderful parliament 
of religion in the Art Institute can testify to an- 
other great good done, and another lesson which 
has been taught was the brotherhood of man. 
And it should be a joy to Chicago that it has been 
permitted to send this thought from the repre- 
sentatives of the religions of the world to the 
people, for it has taught ‘ peace on earth and 
good will towards men.” To you, gentlemen, is

James S. Norton’s Oration. 


and James S. Norton, the orator of the day, 
was presented. Mr. Norton said: 


Mr. Mayor, Ladies and Gentlemen: Less than 
four years ago this Nation committed to the 
youngest of its great cities the task of carrying 
on an exposition of the world. That city reso- 
lutely set*itself to accomplish it. It has shirked 
no responsibilities. It has spared itself in noth- 
ing and its task is done. It has searched the na- 
tions for a spectaclo with which to enlighten the 
world, and now while the curtain falls Chicago 
finds its ample compensation in the undeniable 
assurance of success. The days of labor have 
been long and weary and the anxions days many 
abd dark, but they are finished. In fruitful Oc- 
tober we easily forget the cold blasts of April, 
and in these days of public muititudes it is 
enough for us to know that Chicago, having given 
its pledges with all the recklessness of ardent 
youth, has redeemed them. There is one duty 
for it still to perform, and which, strive as it 
may, it willpever feel it has adequately dis- 
charged, thatis the proper acknowledment 
of its indeb ess to sister cities and to the peo- 
ple at lar or the generous aid which they have 

iven in this great enterprise, and without which 

hicago must lave failed. We have set apart 
this day for the formal expression of our thanks, 
aud we have given you representatives of tne 
other cities an opportunity to meet us here on 
the scene of our triumph, which belongs to all of 
us, that we may testify before you the fact of 
your assistance. It may seem strange to some 
of you that the City of Chicago sbould in its 
name disclaim any part of the creation of 
this great enterprise. There is a publie belief 
that when a Chicagoan is not heard to brag of 
his city itis becavse he has fallen asleep. And 
it must be admitted that in deference to the 
uhiversai acceptation of the American public he 
has asserted himself. 


Not Chicago’s Triumph Alone. 


But it should also be added that the city has 
done much to create this habit. It has an easy 
way of accepting the praises of friends. But 
with all its greatness, which Chicago frankly 
admits, it has never yet so lost its Goavlann of 
the universe as to imagine itself to be the hub 
and center of the universe. It holds itself to 
@ factor of the great Northwest, and it joins with 
you all in ceiebrating the success of this 
great national effort. If it has taken. a 
great pottion of the credit for the 
Fair, Chicago bas also had the appreciation of 
the world. If it has done more in the common 
cause than others it finds its reward in the scenes 
oftriumph. But that triumph is not Chicago's 
alone. It belongs tothe human race. Chicago 
has furnished these beautiful! caskets, but the 
jewels are the productive results of the world. 
»A plause.| Let us rejoice then today, not as 

ellow-citizens, but as brothers. Not in the 
achievements of our city or of our country, but in 
the exposition of the universal progress. That is 
allours. Here in this spot we glean at will from 
the gathered harvests tothe lands, and, proud 
as we may well be of our several! contributions to 
the grand result, iet us rejoice exceedingly in 
that result. And whatisit? Whoshali measure 
it and fix the limitof it? Let us not attempt it 
now, but content ourselves in a few generalities. 

We have here in the Westa great depot rapid- 
ly emerging from that new life that is incident to 
a new country and thirsting for »knhowledge that 
makes life something more than amere exist- 
ence. We have brought to the very doors of the 
people the things best worth knowing. We have 
stu = notasingle art, but allthe arts. We 
have learned from this bountifully. We have 
studied the races of men and have learned our 
relations with them, socially and commercially. 
We have lived for abrief season with beauties 
that touch the soul of man and all this has creat- 
ed adeeper sympathy and a more liberal spirit 
for us. vt means that or it means failure. Un- 
less this great effort of the whole people shall 
resolve itself into something which shall help us 
toa higher life and better aspirations itisa 
waste ofenergy. If it cannot do thatall has 
been wasted. The work which has brought us 
together to celebrate ina common cause must 

‘result in a stronger fraternity between cities and 
nations. It must be something to inspire the 
people with an ambition for a better life. It 
must be permanent lest we have spenta season 
in the mere gratification of our senses. | Ap- 
plause. } 

Iwant to emphasize one thought that has been 
brotigtt forward by our Mayor. I want with him. 
if this beautiful city must vanish, if these grand 
buildings must disappear, | want to see them go at 
once, and not by the slow progress of demolition 
or decay. They have done the work intended by 
those who wrought them. If they must go let 
them go like adream. You see them today and 
tomorrow, but when the sun rises upon the next 
day let them be gone forever like a dream of the 
night. 

Asa fitting close to the morning’s exercises 
Mayor Stuart of Philadelphia proposed three 
cheers for Carter H. Harrison. They were 
given, and the Mayor and all the other officers 
filed out into the cutting wind. 


Ring New Liberty Bell. 


The Mayors went down to the West Plaza 
at noon and rang the’ new Liberty Bell 
thirteén times and then Meyor Harrison 
made a speech. He spoke briefly and Maj. 
McDowell responded. John W. Hutchinson 
sang a song on the brotherhood of man. ‘The 
wind was blowing so cold that it was deemed 
advisable to go intothe Manufactures and Lib- 
eral Arts Building to finish the program. 
Four bands were placed in he aisle, sur- 
rounded by 2,000 singers. S. G. Pratt con- 
ducted for **The Stur Spangled Banner.” 
Then the bands played ** Suwanee River.” 
Then came the fanfare of universal peace. 
The chorus sang, *‘ Home, Sweet Home,” and 
everybody in the big building joined in the 
chorus. . After this came the doxology. 


Mayor Harrison the Life of the Party. 


At8 a. m. the visiting Mayors and other 
officials began to assemble at the City Hall. 
They were given badges. The city fathers 
were introduced to Mayor Harri’ 
son. The Mayor was in un- 
usually affable mood, and _ delighted 
the bystanders with witty speeches. At 9 
o'clock Sergeant-at-Arms Powell as Grand 
Marshal, with the Second Regiment Band, 
led Mayor Harrison, flanked by Alds. Madden 
and Powers and the members of the City 
Council and employés of the city 
offices, visiting Mavors and officials, 
to the Van Buren street. viaduct, where two 
trains were waiting. 

After all had taken seats Mayor Harrison 
warmed up the chilly atmosphere with a short 
but rousing political speech.

IN-PRAISE OF WOMAN. 


HER WORK GIVEN FRESH IMPETUS 
BY A MIGHTY GATHERING. 


Official Function Under the Auspices of the 
Board of Lady Managers at the Fair=— 
Mrs. Palmer Presides and Delivers the 
Adiiress of Welcome=— Miss Susan B. 
Anthony Makes a Pilea for Woman Suf- 
frage, and Exponents of Nearly Every 
Field of Woman’s Activity Are Heard. 


Woman's work was given a fresh impetus 
and a new lease of life yesterday. Ata large 
and enthusiastic gathering. in which every 
field now occupied was represented by one or 
more of its leading advocates, pledges were 
made for greater efforts in the future than 
anything that has ever been done in the past. 
This gathering took the shape of an official 
function under the auspices of the Board of 
Lady Managers for thé purpose of hearing 
reports from those who have had charge of 
the various associations and societies occupy- 
ing space in what is known as the organization 
room of the Woman’s Building. 

The exercises held in Assembly Hall began 
at 11:30 o’elock with an organ prelude by 
Miss M. A. Henry. The hall was filled to 
overflowing. Prayer, offered by Mrs..Adams, 
preceded Mrs. Potter Palmer’s address of 
welcome. Mrs, Palmer asked every one to 
take note of the work that had been done by 
the Board of Lady Managers in the direction 
of procuritig material collections in the inter- 
est of women and of securing for them proper 
jury awards. She said: 

It has been the desire to push forward and ob- 
tain that recognition for woman and her work at 
the Exposition that she has long deserved. and 
these organigations have set-the pace. If we had 
not touched the keynote of our success by having 
the associations and societies represented here 
there would have been a great deal of interest in 
our efforts. The board secured official govern- 
mental representation from all the foreign coun- 
tries, which enabled us to put the women of 
other lands in position to be given a hearing by 
the millions of people who have visited the Fair. 
locay we have with us the representatives of 
every institution occupying space in the organ- 
ization room. We wantedto hear reports from 
them so that we may show that the women can 
carry ®n their affairs as well as the men. We 


hold that men and women are equal, that we are 


all human beings. . 


For a Woman's Memorial Building. 


Mra, Palmer thought the board would soon 
be able to announce the permanent establish- 
ment of a woman’s memorial building where 
all these organizations could have a perma- 
pent. home for their bureaus of information. 
she then introduced as the first of the speak- 
ers Miss Susan B. Anthony, President of the 
National Weman’s Suffrage Association. Miss 
Anthony in substance said: 

I am glad Mrs. Palmer introduced me as the 
executive of the organization formed forty-five 
years ago to work for the suffrage of women. It 
is the central pivot around which all the other 
bodiegare revolving, and in time you will all join 
with the so-called strong-minded representatives 
of the sex in theirdemand for equal rights. I be- 
lieve Mrs. Palmer doesn't agree with us now. but 
she will some day. The movement which I have 
the honor to speak for today was 
first promulgated forty-five vears ago at the lit- 
tle Town of Seneca, N. Y., whem a small band of 
women declared that suffrage belonged to 
women as well as to men, and made demands on 
the government for their rights. We deelared 
that no human being could have and enjoy the 
freedom vouchsafed by the Constitution unless 
he held the ballot in hishand. We have gone 
up and down the length and breadth of this land 
an almost despised band, but never falter- 
ing «sai our determination that women 
should be recognized as the equal 
in all tings with the men. 
{ made a fight for equal representation in the 
management of this Fair and I am proud today 
ofthe grand showing that has been made. It 
demonstrates the capability of women to conduct 
affairs outside the kitchen, the parlor, and the 
sewing circle. The Woman’s Suffrage Associa- 
tion still exists and it will continue until 
the women of this country are enfranchised. 
Our exhibit here has done more in six months 
to help the cause than anything else could have 
dene in twenty-five years. I am glad to see that 
you are all on the right road and going to land 
at last at my headquarters. 

Applause for Susan B. Anthony. 


Miss Anthony’s utteranees were loudly ap- 
plauded. 

Mary H. Krout gave a brief account of the 
work’ that has been performed by the Wom- 
en’s Press club of Chicago during the Exposi- 
tion. both in the way of writing and entertain- 
ing female correspondents from all parts of 
the world. 

On behalf of the Fortnightly club, of which 
Mrs. Palmer is a member, Dr. Julia H. 
Smith presented resolutions of greeting eulo- 
gistic of Mra. Palmer’s success in the admin- 
istration of her duties as President of the 
board. The resolution stated that the club 
had not forgotten that she was one of its ear- 
liest members and that it felt honored in hav- 
ing such distinction conferred upon her. 

Mrs. J. E. Nichols, speaking for the Wom- 
an’s Christian Temperance Union, said it was 
in the developement of reform in phiianthrop- 
ic work, as well as of the head and hand, that 
the work of wormen must achieve desired re- 
sults. The union had girdled this earth with 
its white ribbon, and it was doing wonderful 
work not only in temperance fields, but in so- 
cial purity. Mrs. Demorest of New York also 
nade a few remarks in behalf of this organi- 
zation. Mrs, Laura Deforce Gordon read the 
report of Mrs. Ciara B. Colby relative to the 
woman’s tribune.

Its membership now 
numbered 12.000, and it had paid out $200,- 
OOO in benefits. 

Mrs. John B. Fowles spoke on behalf of the 
International Young Woman's Christian As- 
sociation. She designated its objects as a de- 
sire to raise all young women to a higher 
standard of Christian womanhood, to teach 
young women already Christians the needa of 
a higher social, intellectual, and physical 
life. The speaker gave a briet history of the 
efforts and results of young women engaged 
in missionary work and closed with a short 
statistical résumé. | 


To Make an Ideal Life. 


Mrs. Linden Bates represented the General 
Federation of Women’s clubs. She said that 
man had leftto woman the control of the 
heart, and.that being so, the object of the 
federation of clubs was to make an ideal life. 

Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson appeared on 
behalf of the Easf Side Woman’s club.

BIG STORM WITH SNOW ON THE LAKES. 


Vessels Bound Down the West Shore 4 


Forcea to Run Before the Wind. 

With the northwest gale yesterday and last 
hight vesselmen had their first taste of winter 
blows, Passenger steamers trading to west 
shore ports generally remained in ports, and 
all except the big liners bound down the west 
shore followed their example, for the wind 
wasa head one. Boats arriving during the 
day had coats of ice on their bows and on the 
decks. The full fury of the gale was not felt 
here. as the wind was off shore. No passenger 
boats arrived from the east shore. ; 

On Lake Superior the gale was accompanied 
by a heavy fall of snow, and snow squalls 
marked its progress across Lower Lake 
Michigan, Upper Lake Huron, and Georgian 
Bay. Atthe west end of Lake Superior the 
wind was northeast, at the east endit was 
northwest, and on Lake Huron it was mainly 
west. 

HoiuanpD, Mich., Oct. 28.—Passengers who 
left for Chicago last night on the steamer City 
of Holland returnéd today from Grand Haven 
by rail, The steamer was about twenty-five 
miles out when it was struck by the heavy 
northwest gale and was forced to run to 
Grand Haven for shelter. The schooner 
David A. Wells, bound tor Milwaukee, also 
sought shelter here. 

Manrrowoc, Wié., Oct. 28.—The steamer 
A. Everett, Chicigo to Buffalo with grain, 
arrived here this afternoon, having been 
forced to let go its consort, the Sophia Minch, 
off Point .Betsey last night. Capt. Joe 
Lampvh has telegraphed to all ports which 
the Minch might have made, but as yet has 
heard nothing from the missing boat. Both 
steamer and consort belong to the Minch 
estate of Cleveland. 

ManistTEz, Mich., Oct. 28.—The steamer 
Richard Martini had its mast carried away 
off this port today and put in here for shelter 
and repairs. 

Maxquettze, Mich., Oct. 28.—The first 
snow-storm of the season came today. The 
show is dense and is driven by a blizzard from 
the north. Navigation on ke Superior is 
perilous. Itis feared that many vessels are 
in imminent danger of being wrecked. The 
schooner George, stranded on Pictured Rocks, 
is now totally destroyed, involving a loss of 
its cargo of 1,300 tons of coal. ‘The valua- 
tion of the vessel and cargo is $29,000. 

SauGatuck, Mich., Oct. 28.—[Special.J— 
The Norma, a small two-masted schooner, in 
trying to make this harbor during the gale 
this forenoon pounded over the outer bur and 
onto the beach near.the north pier. When 
the sea runs down it will be out high and dry. 
The men are safe.

India threaten to embarrass the central gov- 
ernment by forcing their minta to the free 
coinage of silver.

Prices had risen so during the 
strike that the owners now could . well 
afford to pay the old wages for the 
next six months. Forty-five per dent 
of the coal production of Great Britain had 
been stopped for three months and the indas- 
try had become so aisturbed that normal 
prices would not prevail again before the 
summer of 1894.

Public Row in Prospect. 


To do them justice the English do not like 
what they are seeing, and few things seem 
more certain than that there will be a tremen- 
dous public row about the whole wretched 
business.

Then 
they ran charges, sales, and traasfers from 
one to the other of a series of straw organiza- 
tions till they had swollen it into the so-called 
Concessions .company with a _ capital of 
£20,000,000. Then the chartered company 
was formed here with a _ capital of 
$5.000.000 to lease and work the 
concessions, bear all expenses, and pay over 
all of its profits to the former company. 
Shares of both have been dealt in on the Lon- 
don Stock Exchange, chartered at wild 
premiums, going once above 400 per cent. 
This in itself is going to involve financial re- 
sults of a most cruel character later on, but 
there are other aspects temporarily of more 
importance. 

The granting of a royal charter is treated 
in England as one of the gravest, most deli- 
Cately-responsible of governmental acts. 
Among countless other prerogatives, which 
the possession of this charter confers is that 
of keeping secret from the income tax officials 
the names of its shareholders. The 
only information obtainable is that the 
charter owas granted on condition 
that the Dukes of Abercorn. and 
Fife were made life directors.

Employers’ Liability Bill. 


Under the existing law of emplovers’ liabil- 
ity the employer hasin a large proportion of 
the cases been able to escape paying any com- 
pensation for injuries sustained by his work- 
men. The principal object of the new bill is 
to narrow the interpretation of contributory 
negligence so as to give effective protection 
to the workman against being cheated out of 
his fair compensation for injuries or death by 
‘legal quibbles. Under the present law also 
the employer on engaging workmen can get 
them to sign a contract acquitting 
the employer of all responsibility for ac- 
cidents to them. In the cases of 
some large enterprises, notably the London 
and Northwestern railway, which employs 
40,000 men, insurance funds have been 
started to which the companies have contrib- 
uted liberally and from which the men are 
compensated in case of injury incurred during 
their work. Men employed by such compan- 
ies contract themselves out of the employers’ 
liability act. Tne new bill would deprive 
workmen of that right and these workmen are 
opposed to the proposed reform of the law. 
But trades union organizations and labor 
bodies generally are in favor of the bill, 

So far as one can judge by Lord Salisbury’s 
utterances, the opposition will not only fight 
the bill in the House of .Commons but may 
also throw it out of the House of Lords. 

Can Gladstone depend upon his present ma- 
jority—that is to say: the Irish-part of it—for 
-continued support in these measures? They 
must not only support: him. it must be re. 
membered, but the absence of thirty-five out 
of seventy-two Irish members at the'time of a 
vote would wreck the ministry. This is the 
serious question of the day. 


Redmond the Unionists’ Hope.

Dr. Keeley’s Suit Withdrawn. 
Keeley’s libel suit against the Lancet has 


been withdrawn by the plaintiff, who pays all 


the Lancet’s costs. In duly, 1892 the Lancet 
published a full report of the meeting of the 
British Medical Society, which adopted a tes- 
olution deuouncing the Keeley cure as unfit 
to be recommended by members of the med- 
ical profession and condemning it unreserved- 
ly upon the basis of an analysis by 
an eminent London chemist declaring that 
Keeley’s specific contained no gid or chior- 
ide, only mineral salt and 27 cent alco- 
hol. The society also contlemned the use of 
atropine at the Keeley establishment as 
most dangerous, permranently injurious to 
the eyes of ali patients. Keeley’s cure was 
originally supported by the Church of En- 
gland Temperance Society, but owing to rep. 
resentations made to the Bishop of London 
by President Norman Kerr of the Medical 
Society it withdrew its support. 


Credit for Cleveland, : 


The fullest credit is given in financial cir- 
cles to the firm and uncompromising attitude 
of President Cleveland in regard to uneondi- 
tional repeal of the Sherman act, which # is 
now hoped here is a foregone conclusion. 
This hope has already resulted in an improve- 
mentin prices of all American ‘securities, 
which will be greatly intensified when the 
news arrives of actual repeal.

Gold Loan for America, 

The report that the United States Govern- 
ment will try to place a gold loan in’ England 
continues to be circulated and believed. In 
financial circles it causes keen excitement 
which repeated denials fail to abate. The 
story generally accepted is that Mr. Cleveland 
intends to borrow £10,000,000 ($50,000,- 
000). Bankers here say after the repeal of 
the Sherman act the gold can be obtained 
basily in London, although the operation 
would cause a sharp rise of the rates. The 
Economist says the New York associated 
banks now are holding a reserve of £8,500,- 
000 ($42,500,000) above the amount legal- 
ly required and can make a large transfer of 
gold to the United States Treasury in . ex- 
change for a new issue of bonds. 
‘Thus the requirements of the Treasury 
could be met in a large measure out of home 
resources,” adds the Economist, “and 
although the decline of gold Europe would 
eventually be considerable it would not as- 
gume serious dimensions.”’

RIFFIANS’ ATTACK ON SPANIARDS. 


Troops and Workmen at Melilla Com- 
pelled to Return to the Forts, 

Mapkzip, Oct. 28.—Further details regard- 
ing the attack made yesterday by the Rifflans 
at Melilla upon the Spanish troops and work- 
men'have been received. As told in these 
dispatches last night the Spaniards were en- 
gaged in throwing up earthworks for the de- 
fense of the men, who will build the forts on 
the heights of Sidi Guariach. In addition to 
this they were building, redoubts about Fort 
Rostro Gordo and Fort Cabrerizas. While 
they were thus employed the Riffians began to 
prepare to give them battle, notwithstanding 
the fact that the workmen were protected by 
the Spanish batteries. -_In the afternoon the 


Riffans opened fire that was answered 
by the Spaniards, the artillery tak- 
ing part in the fight. The 


natives fought for a time behind the trenches 
they had thrown up, but later attempted to 
cut off the retreat of the Spaniards. A 
force of Riffians gathered on the coast, it ap- 
parently being their intention to prevent the, 
Spaniards from reaching the Melilla citadel 
should they attempt to do so. A heavy fire 
was directed against the attacking natives, 
but the latter finally compelled the trdops 
and the workmen tc withdraw into the forts. 
The retreat was made in good order. Gen. 
Margalla commanded at Fort Cabrerizas and 
Gen. Ortega at Fort Rostro. Gordo. The 
Spanish gunboat Venadw did good servjce in 
shelling the Riffans gathered on the coast. 
Gen. Margalla is criticised in Madrid for ex- 
posing such small bodies of Spaniards to at- 
tack by the enemy. 

A dispatch received from Melilla this even- 
ing says the fighting between the tribesmen 
and Spaniards continued throughout last 
night and this morning. Eventually the 
Moors were dislodged from their advanced 
positions and compelled to fall back. Gen. 
Margallo regards the situation as serious, 
however, and has telegraphed urgently for re- 
inforcements. Four warships were dispatched 
today in all haste for Melilla and three battal- 
ions started from Madrid this afternoon. 

Queen Regent Christina and King Alfonso 
visited the barracks shortly before the 
soldiers znarched away. They were received 
with an unprecedented show of devotion.

The other pornons of the 
church, forming the arms of the cross, ure 
walled up. Atthe further end of that section 
which forias the head of the cross and on the 
threshold is a sculptured marble star, which 


the Bethlehemites say covers the central point . 


of the earth. 

Here a lonz intricate passage descends to 
the crypt Leiow, where the Blessed Virgin is 
said to have been delivered. The walls of the 
chamber are hung with draperies of the gay- 
est colors, anda silver star with the words 
‘* Hic de Virgine Maria Jesus Christus Natus 
Est’ marks the spot of the nativity. The 
manger stands in a low recess cut in the rock 
a few feet from this star.

THE MATERIAL SIDE OF THE FAIR, 

The financial history of the Exposition can 
be divided into three parts—one of unlimited 
and unbounded confidence, followed by one 
of depression atid doubt, succeeded by one of 
cheerfulness and pride. The calculations 
which were made at the outset as to the at. 
tendance, and which turned out to be exces- 
sive, created false ideasas to what the re- 
ceipts would be, while the earlier estimates of 
the total expenses fell far below the reality. 
[t was assumed therefore by a great many in 
the preliminary period of the history of the 
Exposition that the greater portion of what 
was put in by the stockholders and by the city 
would be repaid to them. | 

As opening day drew near the directors be- 
gan to be pinched for money. The expenses 
outran their expectations. This was due 
largely to the enormous cost of labor, which 
received practically what it chose to ask. The 
work had to be rushed for May 1, and the 
workingman was in a position to dictate 
terms. It was due also to the fact that those 
who created the Exposition were trying their 
hands at a new business. Were they to do 
their work over again, guided by the experi- 
ence of the past, they could do it much more 
economically, As it was they had to feel 
their way step by step. They enlarged their 
plans as they went along. Having what 
seemed at the beginning an inexhaustible 
sum to draw on, they welcomed each new at- 
tractive idea as it suggested itself, 

At the close of May the prospect was not a 
pleasing one. Heavy bilis were due to con- 
tractors and there was no money with which 
to pay them. Borrowing was out of the ques- 
tion—if for no other reason, because the panic 
had begun, The attendance of only a million 
was much smaller than had been anticipated. 
The concessionnaires having done a poor 
business did not feel like paying over any- 
‘hing. Theeurlier part of June showed an 
improvement, but the attendance was still be- 
low what had been hoped for. The railroads 
refused to make reasonable rates and the 
panic grew more threatening. It began to 
be a question in the minds of many whether 
the Exposition could hope to do more than 
pay. off its bonds and floating debt. 

In order that even this much might be se- 
cured a demand was made for retrenchment. 
An examining committee of the directors 
puinted out the absolute necessity of cutting 
down the operating expenses, which certainly 
were too heavy. This wise step was taken 
and no injurious consequences resulted from 
the economies then insisted on. The work- 


ing force has been ample at all times to meet | 
_ less of a surprise to the many was the inti-

every demand made on it. 

Soon after expenses were cut down the re- 
ceipts began to increase rapidly and the 
period of despondetiéy was ata close. To- 


wards the endof July the visitors began to © 


come in earnest and they have been coming 
in increasing numbers ever since. The 
floating debt of the Exposition was paid 


off, and its mortgage debentures, on which it . 


had borrowed four and a half millions, were 
taken up. At the close of the first ten days 
of this mornth ali the indebtedness was wiped 
out and the surplus receipts could be used 
thereafter towarde the reimbursement of the 
stockholders. Hed the policy of the railroads 
been less illiberal that amount would have 
been greater. But the stockhoiders have al- 
ways bees ready to reiinquish all hopes of a 
refund provided the Exposition paid its debts 
and proved to be in every respect worthy of 
Chicago and therefore superior to any one 
previously given. ‘Those hopes have been 
fulfilled. | , 

The paid attendance will fall below twenty 
two millions. This will not equal that at 
Paris, which was about twenty-three and a 
half millions. Yet it must be remembered 
that while the price of admission in Paris was 
on the average only about 10 cents, here it 
was.half a dollar. Many children were ad- 
initted towards the close for a dime, but they 
formed only an inconsiderable fraction of the 
grand total. Had the price of adinission been 
as low here as at Paris the numoer of visitors 
would have been much greater than there. 
The French roads were liberal while the 


American ones are not, and the Paris Exposi- 
tion was in the heart of the city, while the 
| Chicago one was far off on one side, 


Yet these drawbacks were offset to a great 


| extent by the wonderful weather of the last 
' five and a half months, However it may 
| have dissatisfied the farmers, it was all that 


the managers of the Exposition could have 
asked for. But for that almost unbroken suc- 
cession of fair days the Chicago attendance 
would have been far smaller than it was. A 
rainy surmmer would have played havoc with 
the Exposition. And in view of the potent 
part the weather plays, it is wise that the di- 


rectors refused peremptorily to entertain any | 
of the requests made to them to keep the Ex. | 


position open a little longer and risk Novem- 
ber snows or rains, The temptation was great 


in view of the throngs of the last three weeks, | 


but the directors know that it is best to stop 
when one is well off, and not to tempt fort- 
une, ! 

If the Exposition had been the work of one 
man who invested his money therein in the 
Hope of making a profit he would nave looked 
on itasa failure.

The series of congresses held in the Art In- 
stitute Building on the Lake-Front during the 
last five and a half months was one of the

cluded 210 congresses, with a totul of 1,245 
sessions, at which 5.974 speakers were heard

million documents were distributed.

to by men of every rdnk and almost every 
race on the surface of the giobe; also dy nu- 
merous representative women, chiefly from 
among the Eng‘ish speaking peopl&. 
vast variety of subjects, including the most 
important that engage the attention of mor- 
tals, was handled not only with the talent 
promised but with a uniformity of good tem. 
perand courtesy surpassing the most san- 
guine expectations. 

The great Parliament of Religions, occupy- 
ing seventeen days in September, was the most 
remarkable of the gatherings. It is estimated 
to have been attended by fully 200,000 per. 
sons, who were addressed by more than 1,200 
speakers. These were distinguished exponents 
of the different forms of faith and worship 
among the peoples of China and Japan, India. 
Persia, Turkey, Russia, the southern half of 
Europe, and the United States. All the great 
religions of the world were represented, with 
many of their subdivisions, and their leading 
characteristics were stated in perfect peace if 
not harmony. For once the advocates of the 
different religions agreed to differ. Next in 
importance as measured by attendance 
was the Congress of Representative Wom- 
en, held in the second half of May. 
Others of the most numerously attended were 
those of the Public Press, Medicine, Moral 
and Social Reform, Commerce and Finance, 
Music, Literature, Education, Engineering, 
Art, Government, Africa, Dentistry, Science 
and Philosophy, Social] and Economic Science, 
Agriculture, and Rea! Estate. 

Of course the great majority of addresses 
were delivered in the English language, but 
these were diversified liberally by talks in 
other tongues, even the Chinese and the s'gn 
** language "’ finding a place on the list. One 
of the noteworthy facts of the gatherings was 
the facility with which those attending from 


far distant lands spoke the tongue com- | 


mon to the people here, indicating that 
the language of the United States 
is recognized all over the world as 
highly convenient if not absolutely necessary 
to the highest knowledge and usefulness. Not 


thought displayed by those who cam: from 


every part of the vast Orient, and especially 


their ability to give ingenious, if not solid, 
reasons for holding opinions opposed to those 
which pass currentamong us. These people 


’ showed that cultu: »f manners, refinement of

He has thus been intimately identified 
with the congresses in detail as well as in

ciety. Throughout the story one feels the re- 
guilt of Mr. Crawford’s visit to New York dur.

paradise. The climate is salubrious and the 
flora and fauna of the country superb. The 
game of Mashonaland includes buffalo, ante- 
lope in great variety, dense herds of giraffe, 
the most celebrated and characteristic of 


African quadrupeds, while the  osirich 
is numerous in the open country, there 
are no end of monkeys, and _ the 


wooded lands swarm with the lion, leopard, 
elephant. hyena,and panther. One of our 
illustrations, kindly furnished by the African 
News, shows the gaming possibilities of 
Mashonaland. The greatest dangers which 
the hunter encounters are venomous snakes 
and the marsh fever. The soil is fertile and 
there isan abundance of wild fruit, including 
the mango. The land is well watered and in 
all the streams there isa great abundance of 
edible fish. 

The most famous of Mashonaland hunters 
is Frederick C. Selous, said to have been Rider 
Haggard’s original character of Allan Quater- 
main. Capt. Selous isa mighty Nimrod and 
known all over South and Central Africa. He 
has just published in London a most interest- 
ing and timely book dealing with his exploits 
in Mashonaland. In 1881 .Mr. Selous re- 
turned from the interior of Africa to En- 
giand after m roe of elephant-hunting in 
the interior, and it was his intention to settle 
down ona farm in Cape Colony and give 
up hishard and adventurous life. However, 
when he returned from England tothe Cape 
at the end of 1881 he found that depression 
had set in and that farming was no longer so 
prosperous as it. had been; and so it happened 
that, having received many commissions for 
natural history specimens from the British 
and South African museums, Mr. Selous soon 
found himself on the road up country asa 
hunter. In the following year he thoroughly 
expiored the country south of the Zambesi 
and also made an expedition through Barots- 
iland, shooting lions, hyenas, antelopes, 
elands, baboons, and elephants. 

Mr. Selous indorses the general verdict that 
Mashonaland is rich and healthy. The whites, 
he says, can live and thrive in it, and the vast 
gold fields, which cannot be properly worked 
until the railways enable heavy machinery to 
be introduced, will bring a large population 
which will support the farmers of the entire 
district. Mr. Selous thinks this tableland 
will be one of the most prosperous of English 
colonies when the fear of Matabele raids is 
past and the railway opens up an easy cum- 
munication with the outer world.

His name is Daniel Oscar Loy. It would 
be more correct to say that Daniel has been 
here all the time—he isa home product—but 
not until now has he bound the laurel on his 
palpitating brow, tuned his lyre, and lifted up 
his voice in song. 

Daniel has not only set the beauties of the 
Exposition to rhyme, but he has printed the 
rhymes in a beautifully bound volume in 
white cloth with gold lettering. The title is, 
‘‘ Poems of the White City.”” The book is 
handsomely illustrated with half-tone. en- 
gravings, including a portrait of the bard. 
The title page, in addition to containing the 
information that the poems are by Daniel 
Oscar Loy, also states that the volume is pub- 
lished by him. But it is not from the title 
page that one must judge this rémarkable 
production. He must turn the gilt-edged 
leaves if he would dwell with enraptured gaze 
upon the grand word paintings and absorb 
the majestic thoughts that flow through 
melodious rhythm in faultless metrical feet. 
One should not carelessly cast Daniel Oscar 
Loy’s poems aside if one is so fortunate as to 
come into possession of them. | 

It is well to remember that the immortal 
authors of ‘‘ Simple Simon met a pieman, go- 
ing to the fair’’ and “* Mary hada littlelamb”’ 
are both dead They were cruelly misjudged 
in their day, as Daniel Oscar Loy may be in 
his, but after their demise a grateful people 
laid Ras tribute of appreciation upon their

Mr. Loy, with delicate sensitiveness and 
keen perception of his poet nature, evidently 
foresaw that his work tight fallinto the 
hands of some one whose sordid nature had 
never felt the celestial thrill of the divine af- 
flatuy, and he gives this timely warning in his 
preface:

One marvels atthe wonder- 
ful power of assimilation possesses and 
which he modestly confesses thus: 

In the Electric Building 
I tarried for an hour, 
Learning ail there is to learn 
About electric power. 

Evidently our poet is also a judge of apples 
and pumpkins. Hesets his seal of approval 
on this display in words: 

I then went from room to room 
Just to view the fruit display, 

Which without a single fault , 
Is just simply all O. K. 

And from fruits he trips to trees, telling of 
“saplings cut in their prime,” A natural 
transition is from sapling to brook, from 
brook to hook, from hook to fish, and then

In floriculture Mr. Loy’s muse seems preju- 
diced in favor of the century plant. The bard 
spurs his Pegasus into ‘Horticultural 
Bower,” and, pausing before his favorite 
plant, delivers the following:

Had bloomed a hundred years ago, 
That no one who saw the blossom 
Now lives on the earth here,below. 

This casts a gloom over our t— poets are 
proverbially sad.

THE MEXICAN PENSION ROLL. 


One Which Is Not “Purged” and in 
Which There Are No Suspensions. , 

Washington National Tribune: On* the 
Mexican pension roll there are names of 
15,215 survivors and 7,282 widows, and 
something over 8,000 cases were pending 
at latest reports. This makes a total of 
25,497, or several thousand more than - the 
United States had in Mexico at any one time 
during the war. These all receive either $8 
or $12 a month. 

Among the names are those of reageg 0 
Gen. Samuel Cooper, a New-Yorker by 
who was Adjutant-General of the United 
States army at the outbreak of the war, and 
used his position to aid the rebels in prepar- 
ing for the struggle. Heresigned his position 
to bacoehs Adjutant-General of the Southern 
Confederacy, and officiated as such until the 
rebellion collapsed. Mrs. Cooper has been 
drawing a pension since June 6, 1887. 

The widew of Thomas J. (‘* Stonewall”) 
Jackson, who was, next to Lee, the most pop- 
ular commander of the rebel armies. 

The.widow of Maj.-Gen. George E. Pickett, 
who commanded a division in the rebel 
army. 

The widow of Maj.-Gen. Gideon J. Pillow 
who commanded a division in the rebel 
army. 7 

The widow of Lieut.-Gen. A. P. Hill. who 
commanded one of the three corps of Lee’s 
army. 

The widow of Sidney Smith Lee, who was 
dismissed from the navy for “‘ going over -to 
the enemy,” and afterward became a Com- 
modore in the rebel navy. 

Brig.-Gen. James R. Chalmers, who was 
Forrest’s chief lieutenant. 

Maj.-Gen. Dabney H. Maury, who com- 
manded the rebel troops at the battle of 
Chickasaw Bayou. e 

The Hon. S. B. Maxey, late United States 
Senator from Texas, who has been drawing 
his pension since May 27, 1887. He was a 
Major-General in the rebel army. 

The Hon. James Z. George, Senator from 
Mississippi and who served in the rebel army 
asa Colonel. The number of his certificate 
is 17,214. 

The Hon. A. H. Colquitt, Senator from 
Georgia, who was a Major-General ‘in the 
rebel army, draws a pension under certificate 
19,199. 

The widows above mentioned are of men 
who were educated at the government’s ex- 
pense, and afterward fought to d the 
government. They went on the roll at once, 
while last April there were pending the claims 
of 145,520 widows of Union soldiers who had 
not yet been able to get on the roll. 


Rapid Growth of Berlin. 

So rapid has been the growth of the German 
Capital that thé municipality of Berlin already 
finds its spacious town hall inadequate to its 
ceeds, and an adjacent plot of ground has been 
purchased at a cost of 5,000,000 marks for the 
erection of new offices. On the other 
hand, the scheme for laying out and 
bellishing the surroundings of the royal 
palace has been rejected by the city elders, 
and the tone of various inspired articles in 
the semi-official press proves that rable 
annoyance is felt incourt circles. Should the 
muuicipality persist in ned ye oy unfriendly at- 
titude it is plainly hin that the court will 
shorten’ its annual stay at Berlin, and perhaps 
ultimately make Potsdam its permanent resi- 
denc>. Although of a costly character the palace 
scheme which has just been rejected falis very 
much short of the more ambitious one which was 
originally contemplated by the peror, who 
has very exalted views of requirements of 
imperial state. 


Right Way to Boil Rice, 


These are the directions for boiling rice sent 
out by the Louisiana Rice Exhibit at New Or- 
leans: Pick your rice clean and wash it in two 
cold waters, not draining off the last water till 
you are ready to put the rice on the fire. Pre 

are asaucepan with water and a little salt. 
When it boils sprinkle in the rice gradually so as 
not to stop the boiling. Boil hard for twenty 
minutes, Reoping the pot covered. Then take it 
from the back of the fire and pour off the water, 
after which set the pot on the back of the stove 
to allow the rice to dry and the grams to sep- 
arate. Remember to boil rapidly from the time 

ou cover the pot until you take it off; this al- 
ows each grain to swell to three times its normal 
size, and the motion prevents the grains from 
sticking together. Dun't stir it, as this will 
cause it to fall to the bottom and burn. When 

roperly boiled rice should be snowy white, per- 
ectly dry, soft, and every grain separate.

“ Does the doctrine of evolution in its socio- 
jogical aspects offer wise suggestions for the 
solution of the grave social and economic 

lems of our time? 

* What in accordance with such suggestion 
should be the next step taken in our own coun- 
try looking toward thesolution of these prob- 
jens?” 

The doctrine of evolution in its broadest 
aspect is simply that doctrine which teaches 
us that everywhere throughout nature there 
are action and reaction between organisms 
and their environments; that where the 
result of this action and reaction is in- 
creasing heterogeneity and complexity 
of the organism, with more complete and 
various adjustment or adaptation to the 
environment, a process which may be called 
evolution is in progress; and that when, on 
the other hand, the result is the obliteration 
of special adaptations and cumbinations and 
areturn toward simpler modes of organiza- 
tion, a process of dissolution is in progress. 
It is & doctrine which proclaims the suprem- 

ey of natural law and which keeps promi- 
nenfly before the mind the necessity of 
an efficient cause for every change that 
takes place. It thus introduces into the 
realm of organic nature and into the 
moral and social spheres the Newtonian prin- 
ciple that the direction of motion cannot be 
changed without the application of force. 
The mind that has accepted the evolutionary 
view of things has done with vain supersti- 
tiofie and idle credulity. It feels no less than 
before the vastness and mystery that surround 
human life and limit human thought, but it 
has lost all appetite for what may be called 
the marvelous—that toward which childish 
minds of every age go so eagerly forth. 


When, therefore, we try to bring doc- 


‘trine of evolution to bear on the social and 


economic problems of oar time the first 
thought that occurs to us is that the so-called 
problems are aspects of the change that so- 
eiety is undergoing in its progress toward 
higher organization. That the process in the 
midst of which we live is one of evolution and 
not of dissolution is evidgnt by many signs. 
What we see is the effort of the different 
classes and elements of society to achieve the 
‘establishment of satisfactory mutual! relations, 
or, as we nay otherwise express it, to dis- 
cover and give effect to a modus vivendi. That 
this involves occasional conflict is just what 
might,on general grounds, have been an- 
ticipated.. The market price is not fixed with-

men should be encouraged for one moment to 


. think that he or they can be allowed to usurp 


the authority of society. There is no “hig- 
gling’’ if one of the parties to the bargain 
takes a club and forces the other to accept his 
price. Society should be the sole club wielder 
and, while slow to wield it in general, should 
be quick to wield it upon those who would 
take the club out of its hands. It is bad for 
the individual not to insist upon his rights; 
but for society not to insist on its rights is 
absolutely fatal. 

In the popular mind the theory of natural 
selection is largely identified with the doctrine 
of evolution, and many are impressed by the 
work of n who have but a scant know!l- 
edge or appreciation of that uf Spencer.

Texas letter in the St. Louis Republic: The 
mystery which has hitherto hung about the 
first marriage and the separation of Gen. Sam 
Houston, the great warrior statesman, is en- 
tirely removed by the foi‘owing story related 
to the Republic correspon. by the Rev. W. 
D. Owen, a Presbyterian minister, who is 
here as the guest of a brother minister, hav- 
ing a few daysago arrived from his home 
in Arcadia, La. Mr. Owen resided in 
the State of Tennessee for many years, 
and during his residence there formed the ac- 
quaintance of Mrs. Williams, a cousin of Miss 
Allen, the young lady Houston married. A 
strong feeling of affection existed between the 
two cousins, and Mrs. Williains, who was a 
poreeete of Mr. Owen, one day related to 

im the story of the marriage and separation 
substantially as related to her by Miss Allen. 
Today Mr. Owen told the story to your cor- 
respondent as it was related to him. It was 
substantially as follows: 

Previous to her engagement and marriage 
with Houston Miss Alien was ardently loved 
by a young man of the neighborhood, whose 
name Mr. Owen has forgoiten. “He was a de. 
serving young feilow, with bright prospects 
before him, but was poor inso far as this 
world’s goods were concerned. He - sought 
Miss Allen’s handin marriage,and was ac- 
cepted. The marriage would in all probabil- 
ity have taken place but for the strenuous ob- 
jections interposed by the young lady’s par- 
ents. Houston hadalready paid Miss Alien 
some attention, which she reciprocated ina 
courteous manner, he beinga manof great 
prominence in politics, the Governor of the 
State, with ee of still greater advance- 
ment. With these considerations, together 
with the preference of her parents, who op- 
posed her own choice, Miss Allen renounced 
her former lover and accepted Houston's offer 
of marriage. 

The day was set for the marriage and all 
arrangements were made for the event. The 
wedding occurred at the residence of the 
bride’s parents in the presence of a few invited 
guests, immediate friends and relatives of thu 
contracting parties. Among those invited 
was the young man whom Miss Ailen had dis- 
carded, He entered the room as the marriage 
ceremony Was being concluded, just. as the 
jeweled hand of :he bride was extended and 
grasped by Houston to solemnize the marriage 
vow.

Again she declined, all the while weeping bit- 
terly. Athird time Houston demanded. an 
answer to his question, and finally his wife, 
amid tears, told him that she would make re. 
ply to his questions in regard to the matter if 

e would listen to her explanation after all 
had been told. This condition was agreed to, 
and Houston began first by asking Mrs. 
Houston if she did not love another before 
she met him. Her reply was that she did. His 
next question was: 

** Do you now love him more than you do 
your husband?” 
re Fo this vital question Mrs. Houston replied, 

o. 
**Then.”’ said Houston, “I will release you 
from the obligations you have just made.”’ 
And with this blunt speech he left his wife, 
she ali the while beseeching him, amid blind- 


ing tears, to wait and listen to her expianation. } 


But he would not and left her before the even- 
ge upon that, to her, woful day. 

f course Houston’s action was inexplicable 
and threw the household, the community, and 
the State into the deepest consternation. What 
he suffered by this step must be left to the 
imagination. The pen cannot describe it. 
Every shaft of malice and abuse was turned 
against him until, life becoming intolerabie, 
he resigned the Governorship and betook him- 
self to the sylvan shades of the Cherokees on 
the borderland uf Tennessee and Mississippi, 
the chief of who o was his warmest friend. 

While on a mission to Washington in later 
years Houston passed through Nashville, his 
former home, Though attired very much in 
the manner of an Indian, his face so bronzed 
from exposure and heat as to remove almost 
every trace of his former lixeness, he was yet 
recognized by an old-time friend, of whom he 
asked a few questions about Mrs. Houston. 
The friend toid him how immediately after 
the separation shehad assumed the mourn- 
er’s garb and retired toa seciuded spot in 
Nashville, where she had since lived in abso- 
lute retirement, almost the life of a reciuse. 
It is said that Houston was deeply moved by 
his friend’s recitai and regretted he had acted 
so harshly. He wouid not listen to his friend’s 
entreaties, however, to return, but continued 
his journey to Washington without further 
making his identity known in Nashville.

Normand 8. Patton—I can megaly venture a 
prophecy as to the etfect of the World's Fair on 
the architecture of the country, but I can sug- 
gest some of its probable effects, and also some 
of the effects that it ought to have. In the first 
place it ought to have an educating 
effect upon the public in the way 
of teaching them how to_ secure pres 
architecture. It has been thought apparently by 
many that architectural designs came as a sort 
of accidental and uucertain inspiration, and 
therefore the surest way of getting the best de- 
sign was to have a competiticn between as many 
architects as possible, it being of little conse- 
quence whether these architects were educated 
or uneducated, experienced or otherwise ; it being 
most important to havea large number, so that 


the inspiration would certainly strike 
some one oOo em. The architecture 
that we admire at the Fair was not 


obtained in this way, but it will serve a vaiuable 
purpose if it leads the public to see that an archi- 
tectural desigu is more in the nature of a prob- 
lem to be soived, ora scheme to be developed 
from certain conditions, and that if given to a 
competent and edueated architect there should 
be no uncertainty in the result; but if an archi- 


tect is lacking in these qualifications no 
inspiration will ever come to help him 
out. The Fair should teach that a 


certain degree of unity and uniformity is es- 
sential to architectural effects. The uniform 
height of cornice line and general similarity of 
architectural style has muchtodo with the im- 
Pp sing effect of the Court of Honor. A limit 
“ to the height of our down-town buildings 

y securing the uniformity in this height wouid 
greatly improve the appearance of our streets. 
The Fair will teach the value of codperation be- 
tween the architect, sculptor, painter, and the 
landscape architect. The Fair has already given 


an impetus to the development of clas- 
sic forms of architecture. ‘his movement 
will be a great benefit to the architects 
of the country, not because these forms 


are the only ones that are artistic, but because of 
the refinement of proportion and detail of classic 
work. It will counteract some of the rampage- 
ousness of rock-faced Romanesque. It will be a 
most unfortunate result if it leads to the aban- 
donment of Romanesque forms which are more 
practical than the classic for many purposes. and 
can be executed at far less cost. ut architects 
who have not had the crentage of training io 
classic architecture, or of travel and study abroad 
should learn from the examples at the Fair to 
design in ascholarly and refined manner what- 
ever be the style of their work. 

John J. Flanders—The status of any country is 
always in direct proportion to the esthetic de- 
velopment of its people. A Parthenon is possi- 
ble only during an era of universai high artistic 
culture. An impressive architecturai object les- 
sun, such as the Exposition presents, must have a 
lasting effecton every individual. beholder, and 
must develop a genera! artistic atmosphere such 
as has never n possibie in our country 
before. Our architects will therefore be 
stimulated to the highest efforts, and 
the Exposition will be the  mile-post 
of a new era in architecture. In what direction 
this growth will be remains to be seen. It is to 
be regretted that almost allthe main buildings 
are designed in classical styles, soill adapted 
for our modern conditions, It will be interesting 
to note if new Renaissance, which may spring 
up, will interfere for the time being with the nat- 
ural architectural evolution which has of late 
been so pronounced in the architecture of this 
country, and specially so in this city. 

Franklin P. Burnham—In answer to your in- 
quiry as to what effect the World's Fair will have 
on the architecture of the country, 1 would say 
that this is the first example in America where 
the old established orders of architecture have 
been carried out on &@ grend scale, and it gives a 
practical illustration to American architects of 
the grandeur of these orders. Heretofore many 
architects have been in the habit of fotting up 
designs of their own ingenuity. and you will 
find in many cases hereafter that city, county, 
State, and public buildings of all classes 
will be studied more carefully, and 
the old orders of architecture adopted without 
any attempt at improving them or changi 
their established forms. Even.in private resi- 
dendes the Doric, Composite, and Corinthian 
orders will be more or less adopted, makin 
them what is more generally termed colonia 
or old fashioned instead of the various conglom- 
era styles have been so generally used for 
residences throughout the country. Some of the 
State buildings at the World's Fair which are 
carried out on this old principle of architecture 
would make fine private residences.

People who know their New England, and 
know it to love it, will like to read the pleas- 
autly written seaboard sketches which Will- 
iam Root Bliss, through the medium o 
Houghton, Mifflin & Co., has presented the 
public under the title of ** Old Colony Town,”’ 
The book is unpretentious, but Mr. Bliss has 
caught in his easy prose the spirit of the coun- 
try which looks out over the Atlantic from its 
time-honored port on the Massachusetts 
coast. To those whose acquaintance with it 
is of long standing the book serves as a wel- 
come spur to laggard memory, while they 
who know it only through such pages as these 
of Mr. Bliss can scarcely fail to feei the 
charm of the low sandhilis, the quaint houses 
gray with age, winding wood roads,and the 
ever-present sea, as he sketches them. The 
subjects are not new. Every one is familiar 
with the topography of Plymouth, with Cape 
Cod highways, with the history of the Puritan 
days, but a certain apt way of telling 
off striking characteristics relieves them from 
the charge of triteness, which at first blush 
one is tempted to bring against them. One 
likes to read for instance that the thing which 
Plymouth lacks is “‘ a steady harbor, one that 
will stay at home all day and not go away at 
night.”’ The sentence suggests so vividly the

They are evidentiy about to be. martyr 
ized, but their faith has evidently conquered 
their fears and they sieep calmly in the presence 
of the beasts which may devour them on the mor- 
row. It may also have been the intention of the 
artist to show that acommon faith has broken 
down the barriers of caste and color between a 
patrician woman ahd a negress who is a slave, 
but it is more probable that the contrast of the 
blond flesh of one and the dark skin of the other 
struck the artist as one of picturesque value. 

“ Vanity,” by A. P. Agache, No. 2638, France. 
Yanity in personified by the figure of .a young 
woman holding a crystal ball or bubble in her 
hand, while near by is a philosopher or poet 
crowned with laurel, Near her feet are armor, 
books, and a crucible. It was evidently the ar- 
tist's intention to show to what extent vanity 
governs the motive of men, when even the phi- 
losopher comes under her power and valor, learn- 
ing, and science ate at her feet. The line of Sol- 
omon * Vanity, vanity; all is vanity,” must have 
suggested the painting. 

““Myrrha,”” by Loewe-Marchand, No. 571, 
France. When Dante and Virgil were wander- 
ing through the infernal regions they found 
among those who suffered for the crimes of love 
the shade of Myrrha. The legend on the frame of 
the picture explains it: “It isthe soul of 
Myrrha, the impious one,” ete. For further par- 
ticulars see ‘** Dante's Inferno.” 

Feudal Law, oy F. Zmurko, No. 121, Polish 
Society of Artists. In certain countries in feudal 
times a seigneur had the right to the wives of his 
serfs. It was also a custom for him to send his 
sword to announce his coming when he intended 
visiting them. The artist has shown a young 
and beautiful woman in an attitude of expec 
tancy and with a sword on a table beside her. 

“Salambo,”’ by Pan! Sinibaldi, No. 601, France, 
is a figure representing the Carthagenian Prin- 
cess who is the heroine of an historical romance 
by Gustave Flaubert, a French writer, noted for 
his powers of description. The Princess endeav- 
ored in many ways to save the city from destruc- 
tion by the Romans, but failed. 

Louis XI., by Seymour Lucas, No. 301, Great 
Britain. Louis XI., though a cruel and crafty 
monarch, treated the lower classes of his sub- 
jects with a certain degree of kindness and was 
fond of going about among ‘them, often incog- 
nito. This picture represents him in the interior 
of a peasant’s cottage. 

Diadumené, E. G. Poynter, No. 895, Great 
Britain, represents a Greek woman binding her 
hair preparatory to the bath.

Albert Roullier, who was formerly manager 
for Keppel & Co. in this city, has gathered to- 
gother a considerable collection of rare engrav- 
ings and etchings preparatory to opening an es- 
tablishment of his own in about two weeks. He 
has secured among others a lot of choice ex- 


amples of the works of Bartolozzi, Robert 
Strange, William Sharpe, Nanteunil, Drevet, 


Wille, and Edelinck; mezzotints by Valentine 
Green, Petter, Smith, and other artists of the 
same class, besides standard works in etching by 
Rembrandt, Durer, Van Ostade, Mare Antonio, 
Meyron, Hayden, Jacque Appian.,and others. 
Besides these he has secured a number of the en- 
gravings of the late Gaillard, whose works are 
perhaps more sought after than any other mod- 
ern engraver. Among these is a fine proof of 
his “ Man with the Pink,” after Ten Eyck. 

Mr. Roullier leaves for the East tomorrow 
to secure additional works of old and modern 
masters of the graphic arts, and will open a place 
of business immediately on his return.

There will be no lack of art exhibitions in 
Now York this winter. As soon ag the loan exhi- 
bition which is now in progress at the National 
Academy is over the regular annual exhibitions 
will open. The New York Water Color cab will 
open its fourth annual exhibition in the galleries 
of the American Fine Arts Society about Dec. 1. 
The Society of American Artists, which holds its 
exhibitions in the same galleries, will not open 
until March. The Union League club will begin 
its monthly exhibitions the second Thursday of 
November, and some time in December the 
Sculptors’ Society will open its first exhibition 
of sculpture, ceramics, wood carving, iron work, 
ete. 

Among the special exhibitions to be held is one 
of 100 works by Cazin at the galleries of the 
American Art Association next month, one of the 
work of Raffaelli, the French painter of the 
proletariat, to be held in February or March, and 
another of old masters and old French and En- 
glish plate in the same galleries, The last named 
exhibition will contain an important Van Dyck, 
a full length, life-size portrait of the Marchesa 
Spinola and her little child, formerly in the co!- 
lection of Lord Caledon, and pictures by Kem- 
brandt, Rubens, Greuze, Gainsborough, Ant. 
Moro, and Porbus. 

During the season there are also to be held 
others specia] exhibits of the work of the late A. 
H. Wyant, F. Hopkinson Smith, George H. 
Smillie, at the Avery Galleries, and a joint ex- 
hibit of sketches of F. 8. Church, W. H. Hyde, 
T. de Thulstrup, and W. Granville Smith. 
At the Holbein Galleries to be followed by 
another of the work of Robert Reid, Maria A 
Becket, Stanley Middleton, Ruger Donoho, and 
W. V. Birney. 

John La Farge may also hold an exhibition in 
the same galleries.

Besides these he has sev- 
eral pleasing sketches of the quaint old court 
yards and by-ways in the French quarter of New 
Orleans, some clever Kentucky landscape scenes, 
and a few other sketches from around Chicago.

The story of toys at the Fair begins early. 
Up ir the southwest corner of the gallery in 
the Liberal Arts section of Manufactures 
Building the University of Penney!vania 
shows what it is doing with its excavation 
fund. Among the curious relics of the old civ. 
ilizatién of Babylonia it shows is a case filled 
with casts of funny-looking animals that hear 
a remote but wholly distinguishable resem- 
blance to camels, goats, horses, and dugs. 


These little tygures are reproductions of pieces - 


of pottery found at Nippur by the exca- 
vation expedition of the university. Some 
of them bear the dates 300, 500, and 800 
B.C. All of them were, undoubtedly, the 
toys little dwellers in the old cities of the 
haughty Babylonian Kings treasured centur- 
ies ago.

Their clothing shows a great deal of care on 
the part of the person who made it. The 
«quaws’ blankets, one blue and one red, are 
beaded in bright colors, The braves are each 
furnished with shields and armed with tiny 
auivers filled with arrows which must have 
been a drain on somebody's patience. Each 
has a feather waving proudly in his luxuriant 
black hair. “The dolls are all tied on to their 
spirited wooden steeds with rags. 

Back of the two girls is a little tepee, into 
which a toddler of 2 or 8 is peering. On the 
other side of this are the two boys, who are 
just starting out to find an open space wide 
enough to play “aaa” or their wheel game in. 

The playthiuges in these children’s hands are 
by no means the only ones di-played in this 
corner of the Government Building. Col- 
lected from the Kiowa Indians are, amon 
fascinating baby things, a little doll mount 
ona buckskin pony, tiny beaded buckskin 
mecccasins for dolls’ feet to wear, small spears 
richly ornamented, together witb shields,

The best toy in 
the lot isa clever reproduction of a buffalo. 
The frame is of wood. Thisis covered with 
dogskin to simulate buffalo hide. The tail 
and mane are of buffalo hairand the horns 
of deer hoots. eyes are most ingenious. 
They are constreeted of round discs of buck- 
skin painted @ yellowish green, with 
black pupils. Each eye is fastened in place 
with a ermal) tin tack which gives the beast a de- 
lightful giare, making it so realistic that the 
Indian by into whose arms it was first 
ves must have howled in very terror at the 
sight.

Ina few days the 9,400 works of art which are 
now in the Art Palace will be scattered to the 
four quarters of the earth, and what has been 
one of the greatest exhibitions of contem- 
porary art will be but a memory in the minds 
of those who have been fortunate enough to 
see it or portions of it—for it is scarcely prob- 
able that any individual hes seen it all. ‘It 
might be possible for a visitor to look at 
every work exhibited in two or three days, 
but it would take nearly twenty working days 


if one minute were devoted to the 
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contemplation of each work, and there are 
many which must be studied long and often 
before one can be said to have truly seen

them. It would be presumptuous for any 


one to imagine that in a few moments he 
could seize and comprehend the many hours 
of thought expended by an artist in the con- 
ception and execution of a great painting or 
statue, 

It is for a like reason that a brilliant work 
may strike one forcibly at first sight and 
gradually fall in one’s estimation, because all 
the thought expended upon it is all on the 
surface and‘there is no new interest when it 
is seeh a second time, while another work 
upon which an artist has expended time and 
thought may not prove so attractive at first, 
but will grow upon one’s appreciation at each 
subsequent view. It may even happen that a 
more just appreciation of a work of art may 
be arrived at through the memory than when 
in its presence, just as the full import 
of words may not be appreciated 
until long after they have been heard. 
It may, therefore, be too early to say what 
have been the great artistic successes of the 
exhibition and who are the new men who have 
come into prominence through it. There are 
many foreign artists who have achieved repu- 
tations in their own countries whose work is 

ractically unknown except to a limited num- 

rof Americans who have seen it abroad. 
Other foreign artists whose works have been 
frequently seen in this country and have en- 
joyed a wide reputation as the representative 
artists of their own country will undoubtedly 
be supplanted by others whose pictures and 


- Statues at the World's Fair prove them to be 


greater. -In the case of many others Ameri- 
cans ‘have had an opportunity of verifying 
through their work the source of great repu- 
tations of celebrated men. 


* * 

To enumerate the popular successes of the 
erhibition is an easy matter, but popularity is 
not always a proof of artistic merit. The 
qualities which contribute most to make a 
picture or statue popular with the multitude, 
such as sentiment, prettiness, humor, novelty, 
size, or excessive finish, are not those which 
are best caiculated to make it a great work of 
art. The esthetic qualities of a pinture or 
statue appeal to the minds of a few, while a 
work which tells a stury or which speaks to 
the heart is apprecia by nearly every one. 
Yet it seldom happens that the.selections of 
popular judgment are works which do not 
possess certain artistic as well as literary 
merit.

It is to be regarded more asa “tour de 
force,” representing an enormous expendi- 
ture of technical labor than asa great work 
of art. A painting may bea great work of 
art by the force of its technical qualities, 
even when its subject is of little import, or it 
may be great because some high and noble 
truth or sentiment is expressed in its subject 
in spite of faulty drawing, color, and technique.

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‘The people who inhabited this country 
long before the Indians used tools and imple- 
ments made of copper. This was hundreds, 
and perhaps thousands of years before the art 
of smelting was discovered, and how this pre- 
historic people could fashion and temper the 
copper to the degree of hardness it possessed 
is one of the mysteries that scientific knowl- 
edge has not yet explained away. No other 
metal appeared to be known to this strange 
race, and their axes, chisels, spears, and 
arrow points were all made from copper. In 


many of these implements where the copper 


has yielded to the corrosive effects of water 
or moisture in the clay where they were 
found, traces of silver, which resisted the cor- 
rosion, may be plainly seen, but of its nature 
or even its presence in the copper those 
earlier inhabitants of America seem to have 
been entirely ignorant. 

The brothers E. F. and W, C. Wyman of 
Evanston have a wonderfully fine collection 
and an extensive one of these old implements 
almost in the center of the Anthropological 
Building and just at the northern end of the 
Wisconsin section. It contains some of the 
best specimens extant, and has attracted the 
attention of noted judges among collectors 
both in this country and in Europe. 

The Wyman Bros. have a fame that is 
world-wide among those who collect and pre- 
erve such relics, and they have spent fabu- 
lous amounts of moneyin the pure of 
these prehistoric implements from those who 
had been fortunate enough to find them. 
Many longand wearisome journeys to distant 
towns throughout the West and to out-of-the- 
way places where only the faintest traces 
of an earlier civilization existed have 
been undertaken by them to add to 
their collection some articles of an un-

time they have been driven to the verge of 
distraction by reaching their destination on 
these journeys just in time to find some 
ignorant laborer or farmer in the actof ap- 
piying the “find” to the grindstone in order 
to scrape off someof its evidences of antiquity. 

One of the most perfect specimensof a 
copper ax, which was found ten feet deep in 
giucial drift near Springhill. Ill,, was almost 
ruined by the laborers, who drilled into it to 
find out if it was entirely of copper. The ax 
is one of those now on exhibition by Messars. 
Wyman and on its surface is to be gg | 
seen the markings of the glacier that 
been for ages moving over its side until un- 
der the influences of ac ing climate the 
glacier melted away. 

There are two long cases of these interest- 
ing relics, and they are so arra under 
their glass protection that they can be closely 
exarnined. Nearly 400 copper implements 
and upwards of a thousand stone axes, arrow 

ints, spears, etc., are contained in them. 

ne of the first of the copper implements to 
attract attention isa spear three feet three 
inches in length. It was found in a burial 
mound at Peshtigo, Marinette County, Wis., 
and its weight is five and one-quarter pounds. 
Its rough exterior shows how corrosion has 
eaten away the metal except in places where 
the silver happened to be plentifully mixed 
with it. At such points the silver shows up in 
ridges of white, clouded over with light green 
dust. This spear was probably more of an 
insignia of rank of its owner thana 
weapon for hunting or warfare, and when 
the chief who owned it was laid to rest 1t was 
placed beside him. Of course, its great age 
precludes the least possibility of indicating 
what its true character was. That it was 
robably intended to represent title and rank 
ust as the mace and the scepter of potentates 
of the present day is wn conjecture.

BIRTH RATE AMONG COLORED PEOPLE. 


Increase in Negro Babies Shown by the 
Last Census Report. 

New York Press: According to figures fur- 
nished by the Census Office it is found that 
the total colored population under 10 years 
of age at the census of 1890 was 2,156,000. 
Referring to the census of 1880 we find that 
the total colored population under 10 years of 
age at that census was 2,152,000. In other 
words the colored population from 1880 to 
1890 contributed to the population of 1890 
only 4,000 more than the colored population 
contributed by births from 1870 to 1880. As 
we know, the total colored population at the 
census of 1880 was considerably greater than 
the colored population at the census of 1870; 
still the increase due to births was substan. 
tially no greater. This remarkable showing 
can only be explained on one basis—namely: 
a marked faliing off in the birth-rate during 
the decade 1886- 1890. 

For fear that some careless person may say 
that this simply indicates a defective enumer- 
ation at the census of 1890 we would call at- 
tention to the fact that it is not possible in an 
enumeration to omit more persons at one age 


period at another, and _ therefore 
the pro of iidren under 10 
years of age ,. at census to 
the total enumerated at that census 


would indicate the relative birth rate and 
would be entirely free from any Consequences 
due toa defective enumeration, and in the 
case of colored people woula also not be dis- 
turbed by immigration. Referring to the 
various censuses we find that this percentage 
of population jess than 10 years of age to 

total population was as follows:

MICROBES FOUND ON BANK NOTES, 


They Carry the Germs of Many Frightfual 
Disease«, 

Annales d’Hygiene Publique: Two Hav- 
anese bacteriologists, Drs. Acosta and 
Grande-Rossi, conceived the idea, surely an 
original one, of studying the microbes of 
bank notes. They have published the result 
of their researches on the notes of the Spanish 
Bank of Havana. They have proved in the 
first place that the weight ‘of these notes in- 
creases in the course of their circulation by 
reason of the addition of foreign matter. At 
the end of a certain time the bacteriological 
analysis demonstrated a considerable increase 
in the number of microbes; in two cases this 
num ber rose to more than 19,000. The phy- 
sicians discovered specially the presence of a 
septic bacillus, which rapidly kills animals 
inoculated with it; this, to speak properly, is 
the specific microbe of the bank note, and 
Talamon thinks that the name bacillus septi- 
cus aureus could be justly given to it. 

Messrs. Acosta and Grande-Rossi have be- 
sides recognized distinctly in the bank notes 
examined by them eight pathogenic species, 
among which were the bacillus of tuberculo- 
siz, that of diphtheria, and the streptococcus 
of erysipelas. The two bacteriologists do not 
say what were the denominations of notes 
they experimented with. lt may besuyposed, 
however, that they did not use notes a 1,000 
or even 100 francs. If the notes were of that 
size it would be difficult to verify their experi- 
pee in et ee oe ge of w —

wise to Pat the Animals on the Heade= 
Keeper Devry Tells of Some of His Ex- 
periencesFierce Temper of the Polar 
Bears and the Cautiousness of Keepers 


in Handling Them=The Ceaseless March 
‘Back and Forth of Captive Seasts. 


When asked, the other day, why the author- 
ities were building a new and stronger iron 
fence on the west side of the bear pitsat Lincoln 
Park, the man in charge of the job said: ** To 
keep the farmers out,”’ and then he went on 
to explain that there were persons 60 i r- 


thoughtiess that they must be . protected 
against themselves. “If this fence wasn’t 
here,” he continued, “those bears would have 
a feast of human flesh whenever they chose to 
put their paws through the bars of the cage 
and seize it." From the actions of the crowd 
then pressing against the fence, which is fully 
ten feet away from the heavy iron bars of the 


pits, it wasevident that the park employé 


knew whereof he spake, 

In fact, one of the greatest tasks im posed 
upon the park police and other attachés of

person—not always a youngster, either—is not 
roundly beaten for putting himself in jeop- 
ardy. Fortunately the bears are well out of 
reach, else the accidents would be far more 
numerous and not by any means confined to 
the class of people designated as *‘ farmers” ;

natured looking fellows and it is hard to real- 
ize thatany of them would wantonly bite a 
piece out of the hand extended to him in mis- 
taken confidence and m ided admiration.

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MES ELEANOR GORIN OF DECATUR, 


She Lived Here When the City Was an In- 
fant, with Few White People and Thou- 
sands of Indians=Father® Walker 
Was Her Stepfather, and She Tells Some 
Interesting Stories of His Career—Rem- 
iniscences of People and Piaces in the 
Karly Days. , 

Decatur, Iil., Oct. 26.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. |—There dwells in Decatur a pious 
and motherly old lady who lived in Chicago 
when in the spelling-books of the °B30’s the 
name was spellcd *‘ Chieckaugo” and when 
only a few white people and thousands of In- 
dians were in the vicinity of old Fort Dear- 
born. Her name is Mrs. Eleanor E, E. Gorin, 
wife of the Hon, Jerome R. Gorin, who has 
lived in Decatur for half a century asa mer- 
chant and banker and is @ leading member of 
the First M. E.Church. He wus at one time 
Eminent Commander 6f the. Illinois Com- 
mandery., Knights Templar, and is a thirty- 
second degree Mason. He has a comfortable 
home on Prairie avenue, one of the fashiona- 
ble streets of the city, and by his courtesy 
Tue Taisuye correspondent was privileged 
to meet Mrs. Gorin and chat with her abont 
the early history of Chicago. 

Five years of her girlhood, from 11 to 17, 
were spent among the Indians in and near 
Chicago, and before she left in 1838 she 
could épeak the Indign tongue quite fluently. 
Even now, after lapse of nearly sixty 
years, she can speak miuny Indian words, ac-

com panied by the invariable but much-mean- 


ing motions of the aborigines. Mrs. Gorin 
was asked to give some of the recollections of 
Chicago, anid inan edBy and conversational 
manner she readily résponded. 

Remembers Chicago When It Was a Baby. 

“©, yes,”’ she replied, ‘* I remember Chi- 
cago when it wasa baby. I lived there when 
my mother. said she could stand in her front 
door and count all of the dwellings in the 
place. I was but 11 years old when I first 
saw Chicago. That was in October, 1833. 
just sixty years ago. I lived there five years, 
coming back to Decatur in 1838. My father 
was Isaac Fawcett and I was born in Virginia. 
My maiden name was Eleanor Elizabeth 
Douglas Fawcett. Fatherdied after he cams 
West, and after several years mother married 
the Rev. Jesse Walker, who was reverentially 
called Father Walker by all of the Indians 
and the white ple. The ma e occurred 
in 1833 in Chicago, and the . William 
See, a Methodist minister who lived south of 
Chicago, officiated. 

**I cannot tell exactly how big Chicago was 
then—I was not quite 11 years old. After 
Father Walker died mother and I left Chicag: 
and came to Decatur. That was in 1838 
There were over 30,000 people there then. 
Chicago was only a village in 1833, with only 
two streets—Lake street, close by the lake. 
and Water street, and the ground was quite 
marshy. The town was close to where the two 
rivers, the North Fork @nd the South Fork. 
came in to form the Chieago River. I can re- 
member the first merchants and their stores. 
They were James, John, and Robert Kinzie. 
who were partners, and Jones & Kung. 
and Mr, Conant. ‘There were just three 
stores in’33. Mrs. Gales and her daughte 
Narcissy Gales were the milliners. Mrs. Cox 
kept what we called a tavern,,and then there 
was the Wolf Tavern. I remember when they 


put up the Lake House. In that day they 


thought it was the finest House in the United 
States. It was a big, two-story frame, and 
was indeed quite a large building for Chicago 
then, but I don’t suppose there were more 
a twenty rooms in it, The published 

cture of it looks just as natura! ag can be. | 
remember it well, the first large botel. The 
first schoolmaster was John Watkins, and he 
was also the first editor. I don’t remember 
the name of his tr; we all called it just 
the newspaper. it a@ name, of course, but 
I have forgotten it. 


Newspapers Were Scarce. 


‘‘Newspapers were not as plentiful then as 
now, nor were there as many scholars and 
schools. The first ysicians were Dr. 
Meechem, Dr. Minor, Dr, Eldridge, Dr. Un- 
derwood, who was the first phrenologist, and 
Dr. Goodrich, There were two lawyers, Mr. 
Peck and Mr. Collins. Father Walker was 
the only Protestant minister there in 1833. 
There was ne church, but one was built soon 
after we came to Chicago. The Rev. John S. 
Barger and the Rev. Colston were ministers 
who came after Father Walker. 

“The Pottawatomie Indians were the orig- 
inal owners of the land where Chicago now 
stands. They were friendly Indians and 
made no trouble. I remember quite well 
when the agent of the government made pay- 
ment to the Indians for the land and when the 
treaty was ratified. Billy Caldwell was the 
Indian Agent at Chicago. At no time was 
there any trouble with the Pottawatomies. It 
was old Black Hawk and the Indians of the 
Sac Nation who caused the trouble; and 
brought on the war. Col. I. C. Pugh of Deca- 
tur and one of my cousins were in the Black 
Hawk war. It wasin 1834 that Biliy Cald- 


‘well rode on horseback from Chicago to 


Washington City to have the Indian. treaty 
ratified. Before that there were but very few 
white people there, only Indians and eight 
soldiers in Fort Dearborn. The old fort, 
remember it well. The white people were 
afraid to come before 1834. 

‘In the latter part of 1833 Glote Laflam- 
beaux and his brother-in-law, Alex. Robinson, 
Chief of the Pottowatomie tribe, received 
money, from the government in payment for 
the land, also blankets, blue brondcloth, biue 
calico, tobacco, clay pipes, rébbons, beads, 
etc. They had the money in two bags. They 
had no confidence in each other and they 
wanted the money counted, and they carried 
itto Father Walker’s house. It was. all in 
silver half dollars. They poured the money 
out on a table and I was present when this 
counting was done. I don’t know how much 
money there was, but after it was counted it 
was stacked in a trunk. It was said that the 
Indians got about three cents per acre for the

‘* Father Walker helped lay off some of the 
streets of Chicago early in the spring of 1834.

Dearborn.’ After the treaty the soldiers 
were sent to Green Bay, Wis. We did not 
need them any more at Ch There were 


eighty soldiers and I remember they went 
ane past our house. The old bridge shook 
when they marched across it. 7 

* There were any amount of Indians in and 
around Chicago. I remember that on one 
occasion I saw over 500 in one body. They 
came to Chicago to have a dance on the 
dancing ground, which was about half a mile 
west of the lake shore. The white people 
went out to see them dance and to give them 
presents. We had got word about the ap- 
proach of the Indians, but when they came 
we were nearly frightened into fits. They 
came to our house expecting to see Father 
Walker, but he had gone away forty miles 
distant with mother to get a load of pro. 
visions. They were muc Canppete be- 
cause he was not at home. We had just 
finished getting dinner when the Indians 
came. e all ran away and when we 
came back we found that the Indians had 
eaten covery bit of our dinner, and 
even took the pendulum off theclock. It 
was brass and bright things always attract an 
Indian. I shall never forget that. They took 
some of the knives and spoons and the forks; 
it was so strange, for they have no use for 
forks. Father Walker said when he returned 
that if he had been there he would have killed 
an ox and given them a barbecue, We hada 
little Indian girl with us, half Indian and 
balf French, named mg Muller. When 
the old Indian, Robinson, her uncle, gave her 
to Father Walker he vested him to rear 
her as a white child. When the Indians came 
she was as badly frightened as we were, but 
the invaders were quiet people and did no in- 
jury to any one. They made the journey 
every faji and always took everything before

‘“*Among the early families of Chicago |! 
recell is that of the Wentworths. I knew 
Elijah and Tabitha Wentworth.

It was Tabitha he found cry- 
ug one day at the class meeti oor because 
t was closed and she could not get in.

‘It wastold by the Indians that Lake 
Michigan would rise seven years and fal! 
even years. When we came away in 1838 
the lake was rising and they had to use step. 

I don’t remem- 
ber whether the people were frightened or 
aot, but the water washed away the sand-bar 
on which George E. Walker and Jim Kinzie 
had houses. The rise of the water reined 
both men financially. Walker was a nephew 
f Father Walker’s. I well remember that 
all through what is now known as the * Wesi 
side’ it was swampy. Idonot think I will 
ever visit Chicago again, but if I do it will be 
at a time when the old settlers meet again.” 


WOMEN IN THE NATIONAL TREASURY. 


How the Face of a Billls Determined with 
Pieces of Glass, 

New York Sun: By means of a piece of 
glass the size of a bank note, marked into 
twenty-four squares, the face of the bill is de- 
termined. If sixteen of these squares can be 
covered by the mutilated bill the whole value 
is paid; if less than sixteen and more 
than twelve, half the value; if less 
than twelve it is rejected entirely. 
Twenty-two dollars found in the nest of a 
mouse were recently sent to the Treasury in 
a condition that defied recognition by the 
naked eye. Mrs. Brown went to work witha 
microscope and patiently sorted out the 
whole amount. One hundred and eighty dol- 
lars, which went through the Vanderbilt fire 
at New rt, came to Mrs. Brown as a charred 
mass of pages, which she, however, identified. 

When an express car is burned the safe is 
sent, unopened, tothe Treasury Department. 
There itis opened by womé@n experts, who 
empty the contents, often only a mass of 
ashes, and sift them through a sieve. The 
charred bits of money are then picked out 
and submitted toa microscopic examination. 
Not long ago twenty-two tiny diamonds were 
recovered hy sifting the ashes a third time be- 
fore burning them. The vaults are often 
filled with the stench of money recovered 
from dead bodies in pestilent districts, as 
during the prevalence of yellow-fever in the 
South. Such money is fumigated and no 
diseases have ever been communicated to em- 

loyés. . 

' Gold and silver are also counted by women, 
and women manipulate the machine which 
has taken the place of shears for trimmi 
notes. The machine which stamps the ba 
notes is also in charge of women. 

In the Treasurer’s office is the last of the 
original seven women employés—Miss Eliza- 
beth Stoner. She keeps pay-rolls of the 
Navy.

You have made yourself 
the patron saint of the *‘ middie classes’’— 
an expression which one would not use for 
Americans, but which will have a precise 
meaning for an Eng.ishwoman. Again, with 
your consummate art, to which one makes a 
profound obeisance, you have graced the rdle 
of matron as no less mature actress might 
do. On the other hand, a less experienced 
actress would better realize the pub- 
lic’s ideal of a creature. of gayety.

for we (the plural pronoun is used in a broad 
national, not the editorial sense) are prob- 
ably as old in iniquity as our fair cousins 
across the Atlantic. The masses, with that 
uncomfortable common sense of theirs. arise 
occasionally in their might to insist on the 
fitness of things; and as for the Philistines in 
our midst they are implacable when they be- 
hola heresy or sacrilege in any one whom 
they elevated to a lofty station. Beware of 
them, dear Madam, in particular, for they 
are more ungrateful to their servants than 
the proverbial princes. 

A word about the dreary cant concerning 
the play in which Mrs. Kendal appeared. It 
is ** The Second Mrs. Tanqueray.” Its au- 
thor is Mr. Arthur Wing Pinero, who is, if 
not foremost, at least in the first rank of En- 
giish dramatists. Unlike many of the Lon- 
don dramatists, he thinks that in playwriting 
the pen is mightier than the saw. A fe 
years ago he wrote *“ The Profligate,’”’ whic 
was afailure. It deserved to fail if it advo- 
cated the principle, true in the abstract but 
not so true in concrete, that the moral tests 
and peualties should be applied. equally to 
men and women, The author has now 
turned about and makes the principal figure 
a woman who has sinned instead of a man. 
The wages of her sin is death. In the last act 
Mrs. Tauqueray commits suicide. The play, 
if one may judge from the reports, is on as 
high a moral plane as Angier’s *‘ L’Aven- 
turiére,”’ and perhaps also on as high a liter- 
ary plane, ow, why “The Second Mra. 
Tanqueray,”’ which has never been seen in 
Chicagd, should be heralded as a mass of cor- 
ruption, while not a word is said in con. 
demnatior of ** L’Aventuriére,”’ or that piece 
more brutal than a prize-fight, ** Nos Intimes,”’ 
is one of beautiful inconsistencies of 
criticiam when it is tied to the apron strings 
of cant.

LASTING IMPRESSIONS MADE UPON 
VAST AUDIENIES BY IT. 


Various Grades of Talen t and Instruments 


Given a Princely issaisebincterinnaal to

The Exposition converts have afforded a 
series of pictures that must remain as indeli- 
ble in impression as the music presented. 
There has been at all times a festival air in 
the surroundings and on the part of the per- 
formers a spirit of endeavor that have com- 
bined to produce striking and effective re- 
sults. Aside from this there have been mo- 
ments of impressive interest almost theatrical 
in effect. 

To the national days there has been at- 
tached always especial and decided interest, 
and to these belongs conspicuously the occa- 
sion upon which Dvorak directed at the Bo- 
hemian concert. The spontaneity of his wel- 
come by the vast throng crowding Festival 
Hall is unforgettable. The sudden change of 
expression in his face proved the depth of 
feeling aroused by the outburst and the smile 
of expectancy gave place to a seriousness not 
far removed from tears. The stillness and 
absorbed interest during the performance of 
the symphony immediately succeeding was a 
tribute even greater than the welcome. 

Brazilian day the composer, Gomes, greeted 
throughout the concert with applause, was at 
its close the center of a unique reception. He 
was surrounded and kissed . by enthusiastic 
women and cheered by the men. 

Theodore Thomas upon the occasion of 
each and every appearance was greeted with 
the same hearty applause. Culd May days, 
the audience and orchestra alike wearing over- 
coats and hats, Beethoven was listened to with 
unabated ardor, notwithstanding the chill of 
the hall:and the noisy pounding of the surf on 
the beach outside. At the free orchestral con- 
certs in Festival Hall the attention of the 
throngs in attendance was deeply impressive, 
and no stronger evidence could well have 
been given of the love of Americans for the 
good in music. There was also evident that 
air of satisfied content which indicated oe 
felt well assured of the genuineness and wo 
of that to which they were listening. 

A remarkable scene was also witnessed 
when John Apthomas, the harpist,. first a 
peared at the Welsh Eisteddfod, the mth 0 
rising to their feet as he came on stage. 

At the organ concerts interest was largely 
tempered by impatience, sometimes of rather 
an anbridled description. Even in the case 
of Guilmant numbers rushed out when the 
performance was partially over, applauding 
as they went, whether from appreciation 
or joy at escape seemed uncertain. 
A brass band was oftentimes sufficient to draw 
the entire audience to the balconies of Festival 
Hall, and in some instances the organist alone 
was left to listen. 

When a series of concerts was given at 1 
o’clock in the afternoon in Music Hall pro- 
vincial audiences sometimes in attendance, 
having previously enjoyed a picnic on the 
beach outside, encored the entire Recgeam, 
and were even then loath to leave the hall. 

At the free recitals in the Woman's Building 
the rule appeared to be to listen to one num- 
ber. The audience then withdrew and was in 
turn succeeded by another, which followed 
the same course. The fact of having no in- 
vestment at stake had possibly something to 
do with it. Because of the | throngs 
in attendance at the Exposition from day to 
day variation in the appreciative ability of 
audiences was evident in a t triking degree. 

In the attention bestowed upon orchestral 

rformances this was not the case. At the 
ree concerts a Bach fugue was as certainly 
applauded as was a suite of popular charac- 
ter by Massenet. Other ormances, how- 
ever, might be received for a_ short season 
with every indication of approval and sud- 
denly the result would veer in the presence of 
a new audience, 

Band concerts, owing naturally to the out- 
door character of the work, were affected by 
the constant demand made wpon the atten- 
tion by reason of surrounding distractions. 
During the heated term the audiences were of 
great size, but with the change of weather 
they obtained less attention, oftener of a 
merely passing nature. At all times, how- 
ever, they added a festival air to things that 
was notably gratifying.

Is the eatth round? Certainly it is. Every 
schoolboy knows that. Is it as round as one 
"of the tinely polished steel balls which are 
* “pow manufactured at some rolling mills, and 
are used not only in bicycles but also in some 
forms of heavy machinery? To this query we 
must answer that it is not. How round is it, 
then? That is a problem which scientists have 
worked at with great ardor. since the days of 
.Newton. who was the first to investigate the 
theoretical form of the earth, writes Herbert 
A. Howe in the Denver Republican. 

Ifa soft rubber ball be knocked in the air 
fn such a way that it rotates rapidly it will 
become flattened like an orange, the axis 
about which it revolves being shorter than 
the original diameter of the ball. In like 
manner she earth, rigid as it appears to be, 
is flattened at the poles and bulges at the 
equator. as a resultof its rotation. If the 
earth were a homogeneous mass of fluid the 
shape of every meridian upon it would not be 
a circle, but an ellipse, the longest diameter 
of which would be in the plane of the equator. 
If a picture of one, of these elliptical merid- 
fans were. drawn in a column of this newspa- 
per it would be so nearly circular that the eye 
would not detect ite deviation from a true 
circle. Though the crust vf the earth is far 

. from being a fluid, yet it has nearly the shape 
_of the ellipsoid which would exist in perfec 
tion were the earth a perfect fluid. 

How Gravity Varies. 
: One of the consequences of this elliptical 

. ghape is that a body which weighs a pound at 

the no np pele would weigh less and less as 
it was carried toward the equator. For on ac- 
count of the equatorial bu of the earth 
the nearer to the equator a y on the sur- 
face is the farther it is from the center of the 
earth, and consequently the feebler the puil 
of the earth upon it. Furthermore, the so- 
; ‘ galled ** centrifugal force,’’ due to the earth’s 
rotation, causes a diminution of the weight of 
all bodies, except those at the poles. A 
further effect is caused by the =" densi- 
' ties of different parts of the earth 

From this very elementary discussiow‘of the 
problem of “gravity” at the earth’s surface 
we see the determination of the ellipticity 
of the earth would be rendered easier if we 
knew the intensity of tne pull of gravity at 
different parte of its surface. Indeed, Clair- 
aut, one of most eminent of French 
_ mathematicians, has devised a formula, by 

means of which the ellipticity of the eart 
can be found if we know the intensity of 
vity at a number of stations. Conversely, 
fw find the ellipticity measuring . the 
hs of arcs of meridians in various parts 
- world, we can compute the intensity of 

gravity at any place. — 


But how can we measure intensity if 
we wish to? Shall we take a and carry 
it to different parts of the earth, observing by 


means of a delicate spring balance the varia~ 

tions which its weight undergoes? This would 

be a method of solving the problem roughly. 
A much more accurate one is furnished by the 

' use of a pendulum. If a pendulum be ad-

gravity is stronger, it will vibrate more 
rapidly. By observing the rapidity of vibra- 

tion of the same pendulum at various lati- 

tudes we can data for computing the in- 
tensity of gravity and finding the ellipticity of 

the earth. 


Scientific Work of Prof. Defforges. 


At the close of last week there might have 
been seen working at Chamberlin Observ- 
atory Col. Defforges, an officer of the French 

army and one of the most distinguished 
geodesists of the world. Duri the ten 
years he has orere, Ne pendulum in many 
places on most of continents, and has suc- 
ceeded in obtaining more accurate results 
than any other observer. 

One unacquainted with such matters might 
think it a comparatively simple matter to 
pom | up a pendulum, set it swinging, and by 

ring its vibrations with those of the 
mao ulum of the standard clock of some ob- 
servatory to determine the number of beats 
which it makesin a day. Let us pay a visit 
to Col. Deffurges and examine his apparatus 
and methods of procedure. 

Descending the stairs into the basement of 
the observatory we find a door on which is a 
notice: ‘* Please stay out.’”’. We know that 
this must be the place, and being privileged 
characters we enter, the door behind 
us. Descending a flight of steps we find our- 
selves encircled by a massive stone wall, 
thirty-seven feet in diameter, and confronted 
by a huge of masonry, which stands 
in the middie of the room. h two 
small and closely-curtained windows comes a 
dim light, by which we can just see to walk 
about. BR renee our way around great 
pier, keeping silence, we Col. 

Seem outstretched on a sabibees which 
lies on the cement floor with his eye at a 
small telescope. Polite though he is, he gives 
us no word of greeting, though evidently 
conscious of oyr presence. The telescope is 
in the bottom of a clock case, atthe top of 
which the round, white face of a French clock, 
like some great snowy owl, peers at us in the 
darkness, 


With Delicate Apparatus. 


Directly o te the clock is something 
which locks fi ea small unmounted cannon, 
poin seened and crowned by an iron 
cover of the shape of a plug hat. e canpon 
ip iteennte braced so that it may not sway 
sidewise, and is cemented to the floor. Near 
the floor, where the touch-hole of the cannon 
would be, is a hole about two inches in 
diameter, covered by a piece of plate glass. 
This hole is on the side facing the clock, and 
directly in the line of sight of the telescope. 
On the rear side of the cannon, opposite the 
touch-hole, is a narrow rectangular opening, 
Similarly filled with plate glass. Behind this 
rectangular opening stands a small lantern. 
Presently Col. Defforges rises, notes the read- 
ing of the clock, and gives us permission to 
examine the apparatus. 

Kneeling down and looking in at the touch- 
hole, we see that a pendulum is swinging in- 
side of the cannon, and that the lower end, 
which is of ‘the same shape and size as the 
rectangular slit just mentioned, covers the slit 
up for an instant, when the pendulum 1s in 
the middie of each swing, 80 that the light 
cannot be seen. There is no clock work at- 
tached to this pendulum, which is therefore 
called a free pendulum. The Colonel per- 
mits us to look through his telescope. At 

om first we see nothing, but in a moment there is 
® flash of light coming from the lantern. 
Presently there is another flash, then another, 

soon. We notice that the flashes came 
just as often as the clock ticks. 


Explanation of the Professor. 


The Colonel explains to us that he has fas- 
tened to the lower end of the clock pendulum 
& piece of thin metal, in which a narrow ver- 
tical slit has been cut. As the pendulum 
®Wings this piece of metal passes through the 
focus of the telescope. If the clock were 
opped so that its pendulum hung straight 

down, the narrow vertical slit would be ex- 
actly in the sight line of the telescope. Then 
& man looking into the telescope would see 
right through ‘this narrow slit, through the 

fouch-hole of the cannon ana the 
ngu.ar hole in the rear side of the 
@anuon, and would see the light from 
lantern, except at the instant when the 
sue pendul=m in the cannon swung in front 
whe rectangular hole and thus cut off the 
light.

Astronomy Called on for. Aid. 


But as no clock keeps time with absolute 
recision the Colonel calls an astronomer to 
aid to find out as accurately as possible 
the small errors to which his clock is liable, 
The standard clock of the Chamberlin ob- 
servatory and Col. Defforges’ clock were both 
connected by electric wires with the observa- 
tory chronograph. ‘This ingenious instru- 
ment is so arranged thata pen makesa special 
mark upon a moving sheet of paper whenever 
either clock beats. So one can easily tell just 
how much one clock is fuster than the other. 
But even the standard clock of the observa- 
tory cannot be relied upon to give precise 
e. Therefore the astronomer observed the 

stars every night during Col. Defforges’ . stay

Thus far the work has not been very com.- 
plicated, but when the Colonel comes to re- 
duce his observations he must take into ac- 
count other causes of error. The free pendu- 
lum is not suspended by a spr or by an 
arber, like an ordinary clock ulum, but 
carries. near its upper end a shar 
hard steel called a knife-edge, w 
upon two flat, horizontal, h nly. polished 
ae of agate, so that there very little 

iction at the point of smpport as the pendu- 
lum swings to and fro. If there were much 
friction the pendulum would stop in a short 
time instead of swingi for two or 
days, as they sometimes 

But just here comes in an insidious source 
of error. The knife-edge slides to and fro 
by minute amounts at each swing, movi 
a trifle to the right when the pendulum 
swings to the right, and vice versa. Be- 
sides, the entire solid support (cannon) 
which holds the pendulum up swings back 
and forth by the most minute fractions of a 
millimeter as the pendulum oscillates, One 
would hardly believe these motions to» be 
perceptible, but it is necessary to calculate 
their amounts and effects on the motion of 
the pendulum. If there were air in the can- 
non the free pendulum would soon be stopped 
because of its resistance, so Col. Defforges 
exhausts almost all the air by means of a 
powerful air-pump. 

Finesse of Completeness, 


In order to assist in getting rid of errors 
the pendulum is made with a knife-edge near 
each end; after swinging it in one position for 
some time it can be turned upside down and 
swung on the other knife-edge. Though the 


size and shape, and so highly polished that 
one cannot tell with the eye whether the 
pendulum is right side up or upside down, yet 
one end is, despite the perfection of the work- 
manship, rougher than the other; if the air 
be not pretty thoroughly pumped out it will 
offer more resistance to the rougher end than 
to the smoother. The rough end catches 
more of the air and carries it along with it. 
In the same way a new ship moves thro 
the water with greater facility than after its 
bottom has become rough. 

A change in temperature will also affect 
the accuracy of the observations, For if the 
pendulum is warmed never so little it be- 
comes longer, and therefore vibrates more 
slowly. In Denver experiments the change 
of temperature to which the free pendulum 
was exposed was only one degree and a frac- 
tion. 

So important is it that no accident happen 
to this pendulum that its owner carries it 
with him in a specially-constructed case as 
he travels about, preferring not to intrust it 
to the care of any one else, 

Col. Defforges has distinguished himself by 
his devotion to pendulum observation and 
the determination and success with which he 
has investigated and allowed for the various 
eauses of error which affect such work. He 
has found the law of the variations of the 
pendulum when swung in air of different de- 
grees of rarefaction, and has also been able to 
get a clew to the variations from Clairaut’s 
re Ate 

To explain this more fully we may say 
pwery assuming the ellipticity of the earth to 
be 1-293, we can compute by Clairuut’s 
formula the intensity of gravity at any place. 
Then by measuring this intensity by dhe ai 
a pendulum at the place we can find thed 
ference between the theoretical intensit 
the actual, and thus be in a position to Ap a 
correction to Clairaut’s formula to make it 

agree more closely with the truth. 

On the shore of a smail, shallow body of 
water like the English channel observation 
and theory agree nearly. Oa an island in 
the deep sea the observed force of gravity is 
in excess of the actual. In the interior of a 
continent the observed intensity is less than 
the thevretical, and tbe discrepancy in- 
creases the higher the altitude of the place 
of observation. Denver being a high point 
in the interior of this continent, is thus an 
important station. The Chamberlin Ob- 
servatory has such facilities for assisting in 
the work that it has been .chosen by the 
United States Coast and Geodetic Survey as a 
station for similar work which they are to 

rosecute in the future. Col. Defforges was 
Selighted with the magnificent situation of the 
observatory. The university is to be con- 
gratulated upon the visit of this distinguished 
scientist. ry

WHIM OF A SCIENTIST. 


FALLACIES OF LAPLAOB’S PLAN FOR 
PERPETUAL MOONLIGHT. 


If It Could Have Been Put Into Effect It 
Weuld Have Left the Earth Without 
Tides=Daniel Kirkwood Points Out 
Wherein the Astroneomer’s Arguments 
in Its Faver Were Unreliable—All At- 
tempts to Modify Nature’s Arrangement 
Worse than Unprofitable. 

One of the questions considered by Laplace 
in the early part of the century, and which he 


thougnt of sufficient interest to have a place , 


in his *‘ System of the World,” has dropped 
almost wholly out of view. I refer to the re- 
lation of the moon to the earth—what it is 
and what it. might have been, writes Daniel 
Kirkwood in the Popular Science Monthly. 
The subject is not even referred to in any 
recent text-book on astronomy. The con- 
clusion of Laplace, however, was not hastily 
reached, and it remained in his hands, with- 
out modification, for a numberof years. The 
great name of the author probably prevented 
astronomers of the day from: undertaking any 
criticism of his conclugions, and especially 
from the expression of any  opin- 
ion on a mathematical question differ- 
ent from that of the greatest astrono- 
mer of the century. If Laplace himself ever 
saw his mistake he never mentioned it, as in 
the case of a mathematical error pointed out 
by. Dr. Bowditch, the translatur of the 
Mécanique Celeste. Dr. Bowditch’s letter in- 
forming him of the error was never acknowl- 
edged. The mistake, however, was rectified 
in a new edition. But I proceed with the 
subject. 

If moonlight, it has been said, be always 
pleasant and desirable—if it contribute to the 
convenience and enjoyment of life. and if its 
perpetuity be not inconsistent with the laws 
by which the world is governed—wh “hag its 
use been so largely dented us? Why has 
nature, or the author of nature, left us so 

reata portion of our time in almost total 
Zaviees? Such questions have doubtless oc- 
curred to thoughtful minds in all ages. The 
subject is one of interest and curiosity. Let 
us briefly consider some of the possible rela- 
tions of a eg icera to “ fre nh including a 
special = roposed place. 

Sir Isaac Newton, o preceded Laplace 
by about “ century, had found evidence, as 
he claimed, that the material universe is the 
work of an all-wise designer. The author of 
the ‘Mécanique O€leste,”” the greatest 
mathematical astronomer of his age, seldom 
discussed questions of a moral nature, but, 
not accepting Newton's views on the doctrine 

of final causes, or the doctrine of design in 
the material world, he took occasion to point 
out a so-called failure of nature in adapting 
means to ends. If the moon was designed 

ive light by night, the purpose, he said, 
had largely failed, and he (Laplace) could 
suggest a better plan. But the entire passage 
is quoted as follows: 

Some partisans of final causes have imagined 
that the moon was given to the earth to afford it 
light during the night. Butin this case nature 
would not have attained the end proposed, sinee 
we ove, win deprived at the same time of the 
ams sun and moon. o have accom- 

hed tis ay it would have been sufficient to 
Rese pl the moon at first in opposition to the 
sun and in the plane of the ecliptic at a distance 
from the earth equal to the one hundredth part 
of the distance of the earth from the sun, and 
to have im on the earth and moon 
paraliel velocities proportional to 
tances m the sun. In 
moon, being constantly in opposition to the sun, 
would have descri round it an ellipse similar 
to that of the earth. These two ies would 
then ouseneny stessey each other, and as at 
this distance t moon could not be eclipsed 
its light would aiways replace that of the sun. 

The plan here proposed was one of start- 
ling boldness, but without assuming to defend 
the doctrine of final causes it must be said in 
fairness that to afford light by night had 
never been claimed as the only design for 
which the moon was given. Other purposes 
no less important may be readily imagined. 
Moreover, the moon’s light at the distance 
named by Laplace would have been little 
more than one-twentieth part of that afforded 
by the full moon at its actual distance, or less 
than that of our new moon two days after the 
change. Such moonlight, though perpetual, 
would have had littie comparative value. 
Again, the tidal effect upon the earth would 
have been scarcely perceptible. But without 
further insisting on these points, however im- 
portant, let us compare the proposed ar- 
rangement with that of nature. Would it 
have involved nothing inconsistent with the 
system’s stability? or would its adoption have 
resulted in depriving our world of the moon- 
light enjoyed in the existing system? , 

e distance at which Laplace would 
have placed the moon from the earth 
is about 1,000,000 miles, or a little 
more than four times the actual distance. An 
eclipse of the moon is caused by its faili 
into the earth’s shadow.

At 478,000 miles, twice the present distance, 
the length of the lunar- month would be sev- 
enty-seven days; the quantity of the moon- 
light would be one-fourth of what we now en- 
joy; and the height of tides in the open

At 717,000 miles, three times the

With in- 
creasing distance the phenomena would stil! 
further change till at the orbit named by 
Laplace the month would be equal to the 
year, and the moon's enlightened hemisphere 
would be turned constantly to the earth. But 
the great astronomer’s dream of perpetual 
moonlight—how long would it be realized? 

Another question of vital importance is here 
involved in the theory under consideration— 
the bape wt of the earth’s attraction on the 
moon “Phia va to be removed to a greater dis- 
tance. ig variation is more rapid than that 
of the sun’s attractive force on the same body, 
as the distance between the sun and moon 
is 400 times that between tne moon and the 
earth. At what point, then, would our satel- 
lite escape the earth’s controlling influence 
and commence to revolve as an independent 
planet about the sun? This question, strangely 
enough, seems never to have received La.

A Misleading Political Textbook. 

The indispensable requisite of a book which 
is “* primarily as a textbook for the 
use of teachers and pupils” is that it shall be 
free from erroneous or misleading statements. 

The ** General Outline of Civil Government 
in the United States”? does not comply with 
that condition. It is stated , for in- 
stance, that national conventions ‘** nominate 
one n for President and one for Vice- 
President, who must be native born citizens 
35 years of age and not both from the same 
State.” The constitutional proviso is that 
“the Electors shall meet in their respective 
States and vote by ballot for President and 
Vice-President, one of whom, at least, shall 
not be an inhabitant of thesame State with 
themselves.”’ If both candidates should be 
from Delaware all the Electors except the 
three from Delaware could vote for both of 
the 


m. | 

It is stated that in case the election of a 
President is thrown into the House it 
“chooses by ballet a President.”’ This is 
misleading, as it lacks the explanation that 
the ballots cast there are those of States. 
American foreign Ministers are said to be of 
three grades only, the fact that this country 
sends sume Am dors now bemg over- 
looked. It is not correct to say that ‘*a man 
gains citizenship of, the United States by be- 
coming a citizen 6f some particular State.” 
The Constitution says that “all persons 
born or naturalized in the United 
States and subject to the jurisdiction thereof 
are citizens of the United States and of the 
State wherein they reside.”’ Some of the 
Western States admit persons to State citizen- 
ship before their naturalization is perfected 
but they do not become citizens of United 


States thereby. 

The book says: “Im, the New England 
States Supreme Judges appointed by the 
Governor for life.’’” The very next paragraph 
says the tenure of office is two yearsin Ver- 
mont and “ life-tenure is enjoyed in four 
States.”” The student might be ata loss to 
understand what the writer meant by “* New 
England.”

Governor for life is also incorrect. 
stated that the greenbacks were first issued to 
the amount of $150,000,000 ‘and suse- 
quently increased to $400,000,000.”

stated that they were issued by act of June 8, 
1872, ** for the better security of bank re- 
serves and to facilitate bank clearing-house 
exchanges.”’

Essays by Ella Wheeler Willcox. 

If all the essays in Ella Wheeler’s book, 
“Men, Women, and Emotions” (Chicago: 
Morrill, Higgins & Co.), were like the vpeni 
one, ** How to Educate Our Girls,”’ one woul 
commend the work with pleasure, but in view 
of the morbid and indelicate nature of the 
lucubrations on *“‘love’’ one would say that 
the best way *‘ to edugate our girls”’ would be 
to protect them from soiling their minds with 
such unhealthy literature. ‘ Love is the es- 
sence of every existing thi the root of life, 
the recompense for death.”” What fudge! 
The author goes on through innumerable 
peges to descant on the mean side of physical 
passion, being apparently blind to the higher 
affinities of both mind and soul, and utterly 
ignorant that such a word as duty exists in 

e vocabulary of the world., The chapters 
bear such captions as these: _ “*‘ How Women 
Like to Be Loved,” ‘“ Men’s Women,” 
** Woman as the Third Party,”’ ** The Single 
Woman and the Married Man,”” “* What Men 
Say About. Us,” and 80 #on ad 
nauseam. One can imagine immature 
young persons devouring this glib 
misinformation, and supposing that they are 
absorbing the wisdom of the serpent. while 
they are only debasing their minds and vul- 
garizing their manners, Itisthe misfortune 
of the author of this book that while she pos- 
sesses imnagination and fluency of expression 
her experience of life and education bas been 
essentially mediocre. re is something 
hopelessly middle-class in her materialistic 
ideals, r sordid views of existence, 
and her disbelieving in human  nat- 
ure. On every page are quotations from 
the conversation of the author’s intimates, 
and these expressions indicate that the speak- 
ers belong to that stratum of society from 
which the world receives certain necessxry 
service, but certainly not its moral philoso- 
phy. The following taken almost at 
ruvdom from * Married Flirts’’ shows how 
unfortunate must have been the associations 
of the writer:

Waldstein on Ruskin. 

After wondering whether it is advisable to 
block up the way between the public and the 

reat works by critical treatises Mr. Charles 

Valdstein apparently justifies himself to 
the extent of writing a small book 
on “The Work of John Ruskin; 
Its Influence Upon Modern Thought and 
Life.” (Harper & Bros.) John Ruskin says 
his new critic “has dared to live his 
thoughts ’’—a statement with which no one 
will disagree; also that “if Ruskin’s life 
appears inconsistent the contradictions are to 
be sought for in his thoughts and theories.” 
It requires no new critic to tell us this-or that 
Ruskin bore a great part in the diffusion 
among the people of England of a culture 
which was formerly the ion of one sec- 
tion of the nobility of the higher profes- 
sional and literary classes. It ig true, particu- 
larly in Englafid, that the middle classes in 
the country and in the towns, and even large 

rtions of the laboring classes have in every 

irection manifedted their desire for the ac- 
quisition of the higher fruits of culture, 
and have made heard their claim to 
share in the birthright which ovrevious- 
ly had been assigned to but the few. 
Mr. Waldstein is t in saying that in bring- 
ing about the consummation of this great 
change in English life no two men have been 
more efficient in their work than Matthew 
Arnold ana John Ruskin. After dilating on 
the services of the latter to the cause r fos 
especially to the department of landscape 
painting, Mr. Waldstein gives this credit to 
the Sage of Brantwood :
